QUEBEC (CP) - All 
members of the opposition 
stormed out of the national 
assembly Thursday after gov¬ 
ernment House leader Robert 
Bums squelched Canada Day 
birthday wishes proposed by 
Liberal opjosition leader 
Gerard Levesque. 

The opposition was joined 
by Jean-Francois Bertrand. 
Parti Quebecois member for 
Vanier “ riding and son of 
former Union Nationale pre¬ 
mier Jean-Jacques Bertrand. 

Pierre*^ I arc Johnson. Parti 
Quebecois member for the 
AJontreal riding of Anjou and 
also son of a former Union 
Nationale premier, dissoci¬ 
ated himself from the attitude ^ 
taken by Bums but did nqt 
walk out. 

The Parti Quebecois refused 
to support a motion by Liber¬ 
al Levesque that the assembly 
“underlin e*’to day's UOth an- 
nnersarjd^onfederation. 
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GoTOnment House Leader 
Bums urged that the good 
wishes to Canada be lumped 
with similar greetings to the 
United States which cele¬ 
brates the 201st anniversary 
of Its independence Monday. 

When the opposition — 36 
Liberals, II Union Nationale. 
and two Independents — re¬ 
jected this, Speaker derneni 
Richard ruled both out of 
order because neither skie 
had the necessarry unanimous 
consent. 

Liberal Levesque began 
protesting that hu party 


would not accept to be barred 
from paying tribute to'Canada 
and Canadians, and the ensu¬ 
ing uproar prompted Richard 
to suspend the sitting for 
about 15 minutes. 

When the assembly recon¬ 
vened, Bums backed down 
and said the government side 
was prepared to separate the. 
wishes to Canada and the U.S. 
into two motions. 

He was booed by the Liber- ^ 
als. however, when he said:.’ 
“I don't see why there had to 
be this kafuffle . 

Bums then withdrew his 
offer of voting separately on 
the two motions and the Lib¬ 
erals walked out. 

t 

With the liberals gone. 
Richard again suspended pro¬ 
ceedings. 

When tlie assembly recon¬ 
vened a second time. Indepen¬ 
dent Camdlle Samson was no 
longer present. 

Union Nationale leader Ro- 
drique Biron deplored the tact 
that the parties had not been 
able to agree unanimously, 
then led ills members out of 
the room. 

Independent Fabien Roy 
echoed Biron and also talked 
out. 

Bums said he also regretted 
the failure to reach an agree¬ 
ment. 

With the opposition gone, 
the half-hour daily question 
period was not held and the 
assembly adjourned early for 
the holiday. 


Despite the early tum-avvay, 
several cars inside the ter¬ 
minal parking lot were left 
behind as the Queen of Alber- 
ni left the dock on an extra 
uncheduled run at 9:20 to 
l'sawwassen. Many motorists 
had been turned back before 
entering the terminal for 
three hours before the extra 
sailing.

Charles Gallagher, general manager of the 
B.C. Ferries Corp., said the $10 million induc¬ 
tion -in losses was due more to cost savings than 
increased fares. 

‘'Until we made the changes we ‘were sub¬ 
sidizing food services very heavily,” he said. 
“And there were other costs that were getting 
out of hand.” 

In tabling the quarterly report in the Legis¬ 
lature. Transport Minister Jack Davis said that 
while traffic was down by 20 per cent in Janu¬ 
ary, February and March, toll revenues were 
up 47 per cent and expenditures down 33 per 
Cent.

Seattle gets a nod 
to flood Skagit Valley 


WASHINGTON (AP> — The 
U.S. Federal Power Commis¬ 
sion voted Thursday to let the 
city of Seattle increase the 
height of Ross Pam — a pro¬ 
posal which has already been 
met with resistance and 
protest from B.C north of the 
dam. 

The decision has no legal ef¬ 
fect, though, and is subject to 
change until It is foamally 
published, an FPC spokesman 
said. 

The vote, which also per¬ 
mits the city to raise the ele¬ 
vation of Ross Lake reservoir 
to 1,725 teet, affirms a deci¬ 
sion issued by an FPC ad¬ 
ministrative law judge on 
Feb. 4. 1376. 

Seattle City Light wants to 
raise the Skagit River dam by 
L22L feet, a move which 
vyould result in the Hooding of 
an additional 5,000 acres in 
B.C.’s Skagit Valley. 

Governor Dixy Lee Ray and 
the, state department of eco¬ 
logy support die project. 
Which would permit genera¬ 
tion of more electricity than 
what is possible by the exist¬ 
ing dam. 

But B.C. opiwses the project 
because ot the additional 
flooding and says a new dam 
proposed for the Pend 
D’OreUle River, exj>ected to 
be completed in 1980,'could 


serve as an alternate power 

source.

‘Don’t need it,’ Carter kills B-l bomber 



B-t bomber:

WASHINGTON *(UPl) 
President Carter killed the 
costly B-I bomber project 
Thursday and said the United 
States simply did not need the 
$100 million warplane to de¬ 
fend itself from Soviet attack. 

The decision, true to his 
oampaign pledge, caught 
many lawmakers and lob¬ 
byists by surprise, delighting 


B-I foes and provoking bitter 
criticism from those who con¬ 
sidered the multibillion dollar 
defenoe project essential to 
U.S. defence. 

Calling it “one of the most 
difficult decisions that I’ve 
made,” Carter announced 
after weeks of secretive re¬ 
view he was stopping produc¬ 
tion of the super bomber and 


would fill its place with » 
pilotless jet known as the 
“cruise missile.” 

The decision will affect U.S 
military strategy for years to 
come and deals a heavy $co- 
nomio blow to several sfate^ 
where components of the 
plane would have been built.

Air bags by 1984 in U.S.

WASHINGTON Every 

car manufactured in tthe Unit¬ 
ed States after model year 
1984 will be required to have 
air bags or another form of 
automatic crash protection. 
U.S. Transportation Secretary 
Brock Adams announced 
Thursday. 

Adams' decision goes into 
effect automatically after fib 
days if it is not overturned by 
Congress. 

Under the timetable an¬ 
nounced at a news confer¬ 
ence. Adams said air bags or 
passive seat belts will be re¬ 
quired on all LS82-model stan¬ 
dard and luxury size cai 1 * 
manufactured after Aug. 31, 
19*1. 


The protective restraints 
will be extended to inclurig 

1983- model intermediate and 
compact cars. In the 

1984- model year, they will be 
mandatory on subcompact 
and minisize autos. 

The decision applies to all 
domestic and foreign cars 
sold in the United States. 

Adams cited a transpor¬ 
tation department study that 
passive safety restraints 
could save up to 9,000 lives a 
year. 

In Ottawa, G. D. Campbell, 
road safety' director for the 
transport department, said 
the Canadian situation is some¬ 
what different and a decision 
on passive restraint belts or 


air bags is unlikely for some 
time. 

Much more information is 
needed on cost, performance 
and reliability' of air bags, he 
said. About 200 luxury cars in 
Canada have air bags as op¬ 
tional equipment now. 

Air bag prices vary between 
$100 and $400 a bag but the 
price might be reduced with 
mass production, another de¬ 
partment official said. 

Campbell said some Volks¬ 
wagen models already have 
passive seat belWi belts 
which automatically lock in 
place when you shut the car 
door. 

In Washington Ralph Nader 
joined the auto industry in de¬ 


nouncing the airbag ruling 
Thursday although the objec¬ 
tions Ihey raised wVre far 
from identical. 

Some automakers said 
Adams went too far in impos¬ 
ing a three-step program to 
make all cars include either 
airbags or automatic seat 
belts. 

Nader, however, charged 
Adams yielded to political 
pressure, in not setting 1900 as 
the initial deadline and in 
placing small, fuel-efficient 
ears last rather than first.

.companies are being given too 
long and. second, the discrim¬ 
ination against people who 
want 1o byy smallr more ef¬ 
ficient cars.

Rockwell International, the 
prime contractor, predicted 
51,000 iobs could be lost. 

While liberal Democrats 
landed the decision. Senate 
conservatives indicated they 
might press ahead in an effort 
to finance the aircraft and 
force a veto confrontation 
with the White House. 

“They ere breaking open 
the vodka bottles in Moscow,” 
said Representative Robert 
Doman, (Republican-Calif. »• 
whose district includes the 
Rockwell plant where the B-ls 
were to be built. 

Just hours after Carter’s de¬ 
cision was announced the 
House approved and sent to 
the Senate a $110.1 billion de¬ 
fence bill with $1.9 billion for 
the controversial aircraft. 

Senate sources predicted a 
fight in the Senate between 
conservatives and liberals 
over whether to delete B-l 
funds or whether to pass the 
bill with funds for the produc¬ 
tion of five bombers. 

At a nationally televised 
news conference, Carter said 
he would permit continued re¬ 
search and development on 
the B-l just in case cheaper, 
alternative weapons systems 
did not pan out -- and in case 
Soviet belligerence required 
more U.S. military muscle. 

“If at the end of a few 
years our relations with the 
Soviets should deteriorate 
drastically, which I don’t an¬ 
ticipate,” he said, “Then it 
might be necessary to change 
my mind.” 

But for now, he said, ‘‘My 
decision is what we should not 
continue with deployment of 
the B-l, and I am directing 
that we discontinue plans for 
production of this weapons 
system. The secretary of de¬ 
fence agrees that this is a 
preferable decision. 

“Our ’Triad’ concept of re¬ 


taining three basic delivery 
systems will be continued, 
with submarine-launched bal¬ 
listic missiles, ICBMs and our 
bomber fleet, including cruise 
missiles, as one of its ele¬ 
ment ;*. 

“W# will continue thereby 
to have an effective and flexi¬ 
ble strategic force whose ca¬ 
pability is fully sufficient for 
our national defence.“ 

Carter denied his B-l deci¬ 
sion had been made as a 
“bargaining chip’’ designed to 
cajole the Russians into re¬ 
turn concessions, and said he 
would have authorized pro¬ 
duction if that had been his 
aim. 


Former president Gerald 
Ford, in San Francisco, called 
Carter’* decision “a very 
risky gamble ... too big a 
gamble and too much of s 
n»k.” 

House Republican leader 
John Rhodes accused Carter 
of “rank amateurism" in his 
handling of the decision and 
said he "threw away an im¬ 
portant bargaining chip for 
the strategic arms- limitation 
talks" with the Soviets. 

But liberals and political ac¬ 
tion groups hailed the deci¬ 
sion. 

“Three cheers for the pres¬ 
ident!” said Senator Frank 
CTiurch (Democrat—Idaho). 
“We can now avoid squander¬ 
ing $100 billion on a 20th cen¬ 
tury version of the Spanish 
armada.” 


Senator George McGovern, . 
»Democrat—S.D.» a l o ngti me 
foe of the bomber, said he 

was “deeply gratified.” 

A Rockwell statement said 
about 10.000 of its own em¬ 
ployees. mostly in California, 
would be made jobless, and 
the ripple effect, spreading 
through the industry, could 
add 41,000 to the toll.

Sources said Hess now is 
allowed two visits instead of 
one from his immediate fami¬ 
ly each month and more lee¬ 
way in picking the time he 
may spend in the prison gar¬ 
den. 

Hess, sentenced at the 
Nurenberg war crimes trial in 
1946, never before had been 
allowed to watch TV while in¬ 
side the brick prison. 

Sources said the same cen¬ 
sorship regulation requiring 
the elimination of aH mention 
nf his case and Che Na/i Third 
Reich from his books and 
magazines is being applied to 
his televison viewing. 

Before the easing of restric¬ 
tions, Hess got one 30-minute 
visit a month from his wife or 
son Now he has an additonal 
half hour, although his wife 
and son still may not see him 
at the same time. 

The Western nations have 
appealed for Hess’ release. 
But the Soviets oppose freeing 
the man who once was the 
third-ranking Nazi after Adolf 
Hitelr and Hermann Gdering.

Socialists, Social Democrats, 
Republicans and Liberals all 
agreed on a program to try to 
- halt political violence and to 
curb rampant inflation and 
unemployment. Only the neo- 
fascists refused to go along 
with the agreement. , 

Until now, Christian Demo¬ 
cratic Premier Giulio An- 
dreotti has ruled under a deal 
in which the Communists and 
Socialists, who hold the bal¬ 
ance of power, agreed to ab¬ 
stain in parliamentary votes. 


Under the new program of 
minimum support, the Chris¬ 
tian Democrats refused to 
allow the Communists seats in 
the cabinet and the Commu¬ 
nists refused any deal on 
freezing wages. 

Had the Communists en¬ 
tered the government. Italy's 
future in the North Atlantic 
Treaty Organization would 
have been in question despite 
Communist leader Enrico 
Berlinguers oft-stated vow to 
remain independent from 
Moscow and stay in the Atlan¬ 
tic alliance until a mutual bal¬ 
anced disarmament with the 
Warsaw Pact nations. 

Several of the previously 
bickering parties claimed 
benefit from the deal. 

The Christian Democrats 
claim they won by fighting off 


a demand by Communist 
leader Beriinguer to get seats 
in the government in ex¬ 
change for his support.

Greenpeace’

VANCOUVER (UPI) — A 
Greenpeace Foundation ship 
manned toy ecologists, musi¬ 
cians and anti-nuclear demon¬ 
strators left for Washington 
state Thursday for the July 4 
start of a six-week protest 
against the Trident nuclear 
submarine base at Bangor. 

“We feel that in order to 
put a stop to Trident and off¬ 
set its death machine image. 
w» must make a showing of 
music, harmony, love, and 
life,” Greenpeace President 
Dr. Patgrick Moore said. “We 
are in total opposition to Tri¬ 
dent.” 

The 67-foot Greenpeace Me¬ 
ander, a former missionary 
ship, carried 14 persons 
aboard. 

Moore said the expedition 
would be joined by a number 
of American and Canadian 
groups during a six-week 
series of demonstrations and 
workshops near Bangor, the 
future site of the United 
States Navy’s Trident subma¬ 
rine and missile base.

Canadian ambassador Wil¬ 
liam Barton, on his last day 
as president of the council for 
June, said that Rhodesian

The 15 council members 
supported a seven-country 
resolution requesting aH states 
to give “immediate and sub¬ 
stantial assistance’’ to Mo¬ 
zambique to enahle the 
former Portuguese colony to 
“strengthen its defence capa¬ 
bility in order to safeguard ef¬ 
fectively its sovereignty and 
territorial integrity.“ 

This was they key para¬ 
graph in the lengthy resolu¬ 
tion sponsored by Benin, 
India, Libyan Arab Jama¬ 
hiriya. Mauritius, Pakistan, 
Panama and Romania. 

After Western power objec¬ 
tions to the original draft, It 
was somewhat watered down. 
The original text called for 
“immediate and substantive 
practical assistance” to shore 
up Mozambique’s defences. 
But Western diplomats Say 
they feel this might be in¬ 
terpreted as an imitation to 
send foreign troops, mindful 
of Cuba’s military involve¬ 
ment in Angola and Ethiopia. 

A Canadian source said the 
final version was directed 
more toward non-military aid 
but other sources say they 
think it might include tanks 
as well as food and money. 

Just before the end of the 
three-day debate. Barton de¬ 


livered a brief speech as Can¬ 
ada’s representative. 

He said that it waa clear 
that only with the indepen¬ 
dence ot Rhodesia under ma¬ 
jority rule would conditions be 
created in the area where 
states such as Mozambique, 
Botswana and Zambia, would 
have their sovereignty and 
territorial integrity respected. 

The Canadian government 
would continue to encourage 
the British-American initia¬ 
tive, now in progress. to ach¬ 
ieve independence and major¬ 
ity rule in Rhodesia, Barton 
said. 

But it was obvious that Mo¬ 
zambique needs outside aid to 
make up for. its increased de¬ 
fence costs. 

An irgponant element of the 
resolution, he said, are the 
three paraeraphs on aid to 
Mozambique and he hopes the 
international community 
would respond generously to 
the appeal. 


OTTAWA (CP) — Govern¬ 
ment competition officials 
must retain the right to 
launch substitute class actions 
against firms that make “ill- 
gotten” gains from con¬ 
sumers, a senior consumer 
and corporate affairs depart¬ 
ment spokesman said Thurs¬ 
day. 

Robert Bertrand, director of 
Investigation and research, 
told the Commons finance 
committee that In some cases 
consumers would not launch 
their own suits against com¬ 
panies’ because amounts to be 
gained would be too small to 
be worthwhile. 

Bertrand, defending the 
government’s proposed com¬ 
petition bill against criticism 
by W. A. Macdonald, a 
partner with the Toronto law 
tirm of McMillan, Binch, said 
companies should not be al¬ 
lowed to keep ill-gotten profits 
simply because the amounts 
that could be claimed by vic- 
t i m i z e d consumers were 
small. 

The comments came as the 
committee held its final pub¬ 
lic hearing on subject matter 
of the bill. 

The bill would establish the 
rigjit of consumers who felt 
they had been wronged by 
companies to start civil suits 
for recovery of damages. Ev¬ 
eryone similarly wronged 
would then be able to collect 
damages without having to 
prove individual cases. 

The legislation would also 
allow' the competition policy 
advocate, an official with ex¬ 
panded powers of investiga¬ 
tion from those now held by 


Bertrand, to begin a substi¬ 
tute action on behalf of a 
class of consumers. 


Insurance 
companies

OTTAWA (CP) — The anti¬ 
inflation board said Thursday 
it had accepted plans from 
four insurance companies to 
return 53,068,000 in excess 
revenues to clients. 

Most of the returns, the 
board said in a statement 
would be as reduced pre¬ 
miums. 

The largest amount to be 
returned was an accumulation 
of 52,328,000 by the Co-opera¬ 
tive Fire and Casualty Com¬ 
pany of Regina. 

Lumbermens Mutual Casu¬ 
alty Company of Toronto, 
which made excess revenues 
of 5600,000, began lowering 
rates for some classes of auto 
and driver insurance in April. 

The board also accepted a 
plan by the American Interna¬ 
tional Companies of Toronto 
to absorb higher operating 
costs amounting to 560,000. 

Factory Mutual Insurance 
Companies of Toronto will 
absorb increased operating 
costs of 520,000. 


Northern highway 
nears completion 


OTTAWA (CP) — For the 
first time in history, Canadi¬ 
ans soon will be able to drive 
to the cold and isolated lands 
north of the Arctic Circle. 

Construction crews on the 
Dempster Highway, which 
eventually will reach the 
shares of the Arctic Ocean, 
are pushing the dirt road to¬ 
ward the magic line. Federal 
public works officials es¬ 
timate they will have the road 
across the Circle within the 
next month. 

The highway is being built 
through the northeastern 
Yukon and will link White¬ 
horse with the Mackenzie 
River Delta town of* Inuvik. 
N.W.T. Later there likely will 
be a 90-mile extension to the 
Arctic Coast community of 
Tuktoyaktuk. 

The Demi*ter, named for a 
RCMP 1 inspector, is an on- 
again, off-again Canadian 
dream that began back in the 
1950s. Construction started in 
1969 but stopped and started 
and attracted little attention 
later because of federal plans 
to oj>en the Far North by 
building a Mackenzie Valley 
highway to Inuvik. 

The Mackenzie Highway is 
at a standstill now with the 
Dempster expected to make 
the Inuvik connection by De¬ 
cember, 1978. 


Part of the Mackenzie High¬ 
way already has been built 
south of Inuvik and this will 
serve as a portion of the 
Dempster. One final contract 
has to be let this summer and 
will connect the Yukon end of 
the highway with Fort 
McPherson, N.W.T. 
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384-1195

The Unknown 
Country, expresses an image of this land of ours which 
would not be disputed in French or English. A 
Canadian admiration for the country’s natural 
endowments and acceptance of the accompanying 
climatic hardships, has developed in the people of 
each and every province simultaneously.

Mr. Hutchison s book was first published in 1942 
but Canada is still the unknown country.

Quebec and the Maritimes) where parochial interests 
to this day. outweigh national concerns.

The usual platitudes about Canada will simply not 
do on this July 1.

Whether Quebec secedes or not. Canada is at the 
crossroads. Either way there must be change, 
psychological as well as constitutional. This is 
certainly the case if Quebec opts to stay. If it does not. 
Canada must quickly mature into a nation where 
regional differences are acknowledged but not allowed 
to eclipse national interests. Canada can survive 
without Quebec, but not without a sense of national 
purpose 

What happens now is largely up to the people of 
Quebec There has been a suggestion that the 
Levesque government may lower the voting age so 
that younger people who have more loyalty to the ideal 
of Quebec nationhood than to Confederation, may sway 
the vote on reparation.

Looking back 
at Henry 
and his Fords

What better time to take a 
nostalgic glance back at North 
America’s auto pioneer than 
the 75th anniversary year of his 
venture into the business of 
putting the continent on 
wheels. 0 

It was three-quarters of a 
century ago that Henry Ford 
and 11 associates filed incor¬ 
poration papers at Michigan's 
state Capitol in Lansing. With a 
lot of faith, but only $28,000 in¬ 
cash, these doughty men gave 
birth to what was to become 
one of the world s largest cor¬ 
porations 

Just as significant was their 
boldness 

★ ★ * 

It encouraged other men of 
vision to venture into the auto- 
making business, even as the 
doubters said there always 
would be a need for street 
sweepers because the horse 
would be around for a long 
time. 

Well, the horse is still 
around, bur mostly on 
racetracks or bridle paths. 

Ford and his associates went 
into business to make money, 
of course, but as his grandson 
Henry Ford II, says, he had 
another purpose in mind as 
well: 

‘ As a farm boy he knew 
from fir^t-hand experience that 
farming cduld be back¬ 
breaking work. And he knew 
that machinery could ease the 
burden. 

“He saw the automobile asLa 
piece of machinery He en¬ 
visioned the car not as a luxury 
vehicle for the rich, but as a 
means for the average man to 
make his life — and his fami¬ 
ly! — easier and happier.”

Dig back into the Fqrd 
Motor Co. archives and you 
find that the company had its 
beginnings in a small, con-j 
verted wagon factory in 
Detroit. It is the automobile 
capital of the U.S. because 
Lord happened to live there. 

The first Ford sale was to 
Dr. Ernst Pfenning, a Chicago 
dentist. He bought his car a 
month after the company s in¬ 
corporation 

During the first 15 months of 


operation, the Ford shop on 
Mack Avenue built 1,708 cars — 
the original Model A-s. Since 
that time Ford Motor Co. has 
produced more than 145 million 
cars, trucks and tractors 
around the world . 

♦ * * 

That sale to Pfenning was 
manna, for the company's 
$28,000 in assets had dwindled 
to $223.65 by then. A worned 
group of stockholders was rais¬ 
ing its eyebrows 

Between 1&)3 and 1908 Ford 
and his engineers used up about 
10 different letters of the 
alphabet to designate their 
creations. Some of the cars 
were experimental and.never 
reached the sales floor 

The most successful of the 
early cars was the Model N. a 
small, light four-cylin<%r job 
which sold for $500. A $2,500 
six-cylinder luxury car, the 
Model K, sold poorly. 

That led Ford to believe his 
company’s future lay in the 
production of inexpensive cars 
for a mass market. Not all his 
stockholders agreeed, but Ford 
was determined this must be 
the course for his firm

In 1908 came the 
breakthrough for which Ford 
had been waiting the Model 
T Ford 

It sold for about $400 and was 
an immediate success 

The Model T-s simplicity 
was its greatest selling point, 
along with a surprising 
reliability at a time when auto¬ 
making still was a fledgling in¬ 
dustry. 

Nineteen years and more 
than 15 million Model T-s later, 
by 1927 the Ford Motor Co. was 
a giant industrial complex that 
reached around the world. Its 
cars had triggered an urban 
revolution. And its moving as¬ 
sembly line contributed to a 
modern industrial revolution. 

There followed the Model A 
and the V-8. and the rest is 
history that most auto buffs 
remember well 

The company s only real fluff 
probably was the Edsel. which 
somehow just didn t come off 
But in a happy anniversary

debate continues. For Quebecers the issue is as real as 
living and breathing.

Noted historian Donald Creighton, writing in 
Maclean's, said that it is time to end the political 
blackmail of the rest of Canada by Quebec. He attacks 
that province for blocking patriation of the constitution 
by refusing to accept the various amending formulas 
which have been put forward over the years, ending 
with the Victoria Charter in 1971 

On the other hand. Davidson Dunton. director of 
the Institute for Canadian Studies at Carleton 
(iniversity who was co-chairman of the Royal 
Commission on Bilingualism and Biculturalism. says 
the rest of Canada can afford to make more 
accommodations in favor of Quebec 

But it is author-historian Ramsay Cook who makes 
the most sense At this week’s Destiny Conference, he 
said that constitutional change which merely ensures 
the continuation of the present debate might be worse 
than the secession of Quebec. 

There has been little real dialogue between French 
and English in' Canada. Quebecers talked among 
themselves and now the rest of the country realizes 
Viyhat it is they have been saying. The other provinces, 
occasionally banding together over mutual concerns, 
have been largely introspective as well. But the 
survival instinct surfaced first in Quebec and was 
interpreted as Quebec nationalism. Today, all 
Canadians must respond to the survival issue. 

★ ★ ★ 

As Ramsey Cook says, if Canadians do not want a 
single political nation, as a significant group of 
Quebecers clearly do not, then we should be realistic 
enough to face the stark alternative and not waste 
valuable time and energy attempting to find some 
unworkable compromise that refuses to address what 
he calls the fundamental question. “Do we want a 
single political nation, or do we want two or more?” It 
is clear there cannot be a single cultural nation in 
Canada, he said. 

The only real concession that should be made to 
Quebec in working out a new constitution should 
provide francophones with guarantees that their 
culture is best protected by continued association with 
anglophone Canada. Minority rights must be placed 
beyond the reach of intolerant majorities and 
francophones must have guaranteed access to federal 
and provincial powers. Anglophones have an equal 
right to expect tfiat the outcome will be a practical 
arrangement that will allow the people of Canada to 
concentrate on other problems. 

★ ★ ★ 

The issue on this anniversary is cut and clear — a 
new constitution or Quebec separation. Whichever 
way Canada goes, it means change — soon. As 
Professor Cook puts it: “If we discuss our national 
question ad infinitum the world will not pass us by, but 
it may overwhelm us. We Canadians must make clear,, 
practical choices about our future and we have a 
responsibility to do so within a reasonably short period 
of time.” 

It is obvious that whether Quebec stays or not. 
Canada must forge itself into a national political entity 
or disintegrate. The country must remain intact to the 
mutual advantage of all provinces. 

There is a popular and beautiful song written by 
Gilles Vigneault. the Quebec singer, composer and 
nationalist. It is a song which is sung from the heart by 
Quebecers on occasions such as the recent St Jean 
Baptiste day. The words go like this: 

“My country, it is not a country. 

It is winter; \ 

My garden, it is not a garden, it is a plain, 

My road, it is not a road, it is the snow; 

My country it is not a country. 

It is winter/’ 

It is a great pity that it was written with Quebec 
and not Canada in mind

BEING AN UNREPENTANT pack, rat by nature, my 
desk top, my desk drawers, bear striking resemblance to the 
aftermath of a hurricane. Every six months or so I manage 
at least a partial sorting and sifting and today's effort is 
proof I have at least made a token housecleaning in recent 
days. 

I discovered two clippings, yellowed with age, of letters 
to editors of years ago and yet, while one was written in 1953 
and the other in 1968. they could just as easily have been 
written this week — the content and tenor would still apply. 

In 1968 a Patricia Young of Vancouver wrote this letter 
to the editor of the Calgary Albertan. 

“1 AM A TIRED CANADIAN. I’m tired of the slob and 
the mob; of the Yankee-hater and bible-baiter; the peacenik, 
Vietnik and every other nik who thinks he can break the law 
and get a medal for doing so. 

“I’m tired of fat-cat union bosses crying poverty while 
grinding their thumbs into the eyes of the fixed-income con¬ 
sumer. 

“I’m tired of being the scapegoat for every last punk 
who ever stole a car, beat up an old lady or pushed heroin. 
I’m tired of supporting families who’ve made welfare a way 
of life and hippies who used it to support their sloth. 

“I’M TIRED OF POLITICIANS who fawn as ‘ser¬ 
vants of the people’ in order to get hold of the national cash 
box and who then proceed to spend taxpayers’ money like a 
prostitute let loose at the perfume counter. 

“I’m tired of kitchen comrades who dominate open line 
radio shows and pink professors who try to dominate our uni¬ 
versities. I’m tired of an apathetic John Doe who seems to 
have spaghetti where his backbone ought to be. In short, I’m 
a tired Canadian with just about enough energy to say : ‘OK

We 
are fallowing the sob-sisters to dull our common sense. 
Murderers, rapists and thieves deserve little consideration. 
Is pampering the criminal a logical way to reduce crime? 

“The foregoing are just a few of the more apparent signs 
of degeneracy’ which afflict our national existence. True, 
they are all done in the name of humanitarianism, but we 
should not allow our humanitarian instincts to dull our 
senses to the necessity of national security. 

“WE DO NOT HAVE to resort to the barbarism of the 
15th or 16th centuries, nor do we have to imitate the cruel 
tactics of the Russians. But we must toughen up a bit. 

“A good licking in the proper place never hurt a child. A 
tougher attitude towards the criminal element would prove 
to be a deterrent to crime. 

“We do not want to be written off as a fallen civilization.

Medical services split 
'unnecessary disaster'

Ten years ago I didn’t know anything about myself. I 
didn't know who I was, where 1 was or where I was going.

I suppose, as taxpayers, we 
should have by now become in¬ 
ured to the massive stupidity in 
the expenditure of our hard- 
earned tax dollars. On Tuesday 
evening. June 14, the nadir of 
my personal experience was 
notched several points lower. 
The occasion was the report of 
the highly-paid Toronto consul¬ 
tants to the medical staff of 
Victoria General Hospital on 
the planned division of medical 
services between the projected 
new hospital at Helmcken 
Road and the Victoria General 
Hospital on its present site. 

THE PLAN is to remove all 
surgery and all intensive care, 
including all acute cardiac 
care, up to the new hospital. 
The* emergency department, 
the burns unit, the obstetrical 
and neo-natal care unit will all 
be centered at Helmcken Road. 
At the southern site, it is plan¬ 
ned to keep only 170 medical 
beds. It is now considered that 
doctors will be able to admit 
patients from their homes 
directly to these beds. This is a 
new approach. Previously, we 
had been told that these beds 
would be sub-acute beds for 
transferees from Helmcken 
Road Now there is to be direct 
admission, the planners admit¬ 
ted there has to be duplication 
of all the expensive diagnostic 
facilities. 

THEY THEN agreed that, as 
some of these direct admis¬ 
sions could become acutely ill. 
there would have to be a 
medical intensive care area, 
but without the benefit of any 
surgeons or any anaesthetists. 
One does not have to have a 
medical qualification to realize 
that medical patients can 
become acutbfy surgically ill, 
needing the attention of an 
anaesthetist to establish an air¬ 
way in a matter of minutes, 
and a surgeon as soon as an 
operating room can be 


medical monstrosity have not 
yet been worked out. I am 
ashamed to say that I lost my 
temper and left the meeting 
somewhat noisily. 

ONE CANNOT lay all the 
blame on Dr. Peter Hart of the 
consulting firm of Agnew, 
Peckham and Associates. He 
has been given ministerial 
direction that there shall be 300 
beds at the Helmcken Road 
hospital on a base of a planned 
500 beds, and that he only has a 
limited budget fo* capital ex¬ 
penditure. The practical posi¬ 
tion. as I see it at the present 
time, is that Mr. McClelland, 
the minister, has staked his 
political reputation on the ear¬ 
ly construction of a hospital at 
Helmcken Road. On this deci¬ 
sion also rides the political 
credibility of Hugh Curtis, and 
the reluctant and long-delayed 
decision of the regional board. 
Whether therefore, you, dear 
taxpayer, like it or not, we are 
going to have a third hospital at 
Helmcken Road barring 
further political decision. This, 
though premature and likely to 
be very costly, will be the base 
for the third city hospital. But 
what you should also realize is 
that the present plans mean 
there will be no emergency 
department, no surgery, no 
obstetrics, no pediatrics, no 
urology at the present Victoria 
General Hospital. Without 
those departments, in my 
professional opinion, it will be 
quite useless as a hospital serv¬ 
ing th£ higb-density population 
of elderly people that surround 
it, and should they be unfor¬ 
tunate enough to be admitted to 
the 170 medical beds, unsup¬ 
ported by the proper spectrum 
of care that the hospital now 
provides, they will be in danger 
of unnecessary medical dis¬ 
aster. 

THIS IS not political talk. 


their face by constructing a 
hospital out at Helmcken Road, 
albeit at our expense, let them 
go ahead, but not, NOT at the 
expense of the destruction and 
unsafe dismemberment of the 
present hospital.

Bus pass cut 
contradiction 

As the co-ordinator and organizer of the experimental 
bus pass program at the University of Victoria both dur¬ 
ing the summer of 1976, and the spring of 1977,1 cannot ex¬ 
press enough my disappointment that this program is not 
being continued, even in an experimental fashion. I feel 
B.C. Hydro’s decision on this matter reflects not only a 
lack of foresight, but a conservativeness which can only 
have the direct consequences for improvement of the B.C. 
mass transit system. 

Hydro gives two reasons for cancellation of the UVie 
program. The first is that “student sales decreased in the 
second semester, and there was no evidence or indica¬ 
tion put forward that this regression would change in the 
future.” This reasoning really scrapes the bottom of the 
barrel. In the first term 964 students purchased passes. 
This is roughly 20 per cent of the student population at 
UVic. I would hazard a guess that this is higher than the 
population percentage using bus service throughout B.C. 

In the second term 810 students purchased passes, 
and of these, 200 were new purchasers. In a survey I con¬ 
ducted this spring, it was found that many first term 
purchasers did not re-purchase for the following main 
reasons: 

(1) they had moved from a bus route or closer to the 
university. 

(2) they used their bikes, hitchhiked, or got a ride. 

This confirms an earlier survey which showed that 

25 per cent of pass users were taking less than nine trips a 
week, and were therefore losing money on their pass. It is 
not unusual or surprising to see sales drop somewhat in 
the second term. New students, and a lot of returning stu¬ 
dents, find homes closer to the university, or move into a 
group house where one person may have a car. I am 
positive that this trend of reduced sales in the seond term 
would continue whether you ran the program for one year 
or five. However, given the even harsher economic situa¬ 
tion for students this summer as compared to last. I’m 
positive first term sales would top 964, if the program 
were to continue. To eancel the program because of 
reduced sales is not only incredible, but makes it appear 
to the public that B.C. Hydro has aneconomic stake in the 
program. This is false. UVic tool: it upon itself to push for 
the passes, and was responsible for pass manufacture, 
sales and distribution. Not one penny was shelled out by 
Hydro for administration of the pass system. All Hydro 
did was accept the passes as valid, and accept a lump sum 
of money at the end of the pass sales period 

The passes had a positive effect for Hydro in that they 
had a fairly large sum of money to invest and collect in¬ 
terest from, they cut down on Hydrtf s coin handling, and 
they also made things that much more efficient for the 
bus drivers. To my knowledge there was not one com¬ 
plaint from the bus drivers to this program. 

The crunch is in the second reason. Hydro is afraid 
that if the bus pass program continues, they would be 
“inundated with requests for similar treatment” by other 
groups. Nothing Could define more clearly Hydro’s 
philosophy towards mass transit. Not only do these words 
reflect a bureaucratic — afraid to change — attitude, but 
contradict Mr. Bonner’s previous statements made to me 
in Victoria. You may not remember Mr. Bonner, but I do. 
About two months ago you were staying at the Empress, I 
approached you on a side street and engaged you in dis¬ 
cussion. I did not identify myself, but did ask you how you 
felt about the UVic bus pass program. Your answer: “Oh, 
we re all for bus passes. ” Your actions once again belie 
your words Mr. Bonner. If you are all for bus passes, why 
cancel an experimental program which allows you to 
study not only the reaction and positive effects of passes, 
but as well allows you to study different methods of sales, 
distribution and design techniques for pass systems? 
You stated to me that you “plan to bring in passes for 
everyone at the next rate hike.” It so, why give up this 
guinea pig? 

Passes are a necessary part of a public transport 
network. They not only provide convenience for users, but 
as well for the transit company. I will always maintain, 
that with a good transit system, passes will stimulate 
usage of that system. The results of this are obvious: less 
wear and tear on our roads; fewer parking lots; and less 
gas consumption, to mention but a few. 

Mr. Bonner, Seattle provides no less than six types of 
passes for their transit system. Why is it that B.C. 
Hydro does not even provide one?

Debentures 
to bail out 
Swan Valley 

The Swan Valley food 
processing plant will be out of 
debt this summer if the Legis¬ 
lature approves a bill autho¬ 
rizing the purchase of $7.5 mil¬ 
lion In' outstanding deben¬ 
tures.

Coffee 

prices 

dropping 

LONDON (AP) - Prices 
continued to tumble on the 
London coffee market Thurs¬ 
day, dropping below $3,400 a 
metric ton for the first time 
this year for green coffee to 
be delivered in early 1978. 

Immediate and September 
delivery coffees stood at 
around $3,612 and $3,620, down 
$43 a ton. This was a drop of 
two cents a pound in 4 hours. 

Coffee drinkers can look 
forward to lower prices in 
about six months, the time It 
takes for green coffee to go 
through the trade and 
processing pipeline and reach 
the markets. 

Traders predicting this good 
news pointed out that for the 
last two weeks coffee prices 
had been dropping steadily, 
mainly because of oversupply, 
hoarding and consumer resis¬ 
tance to high prices. 

The news may not be all 
good for coffee drinkers in the 
United States. Because price 
fluctuations are limited by the 
rules of the New York coffee 
market, buyers are paying 45 
cents more a pound than their 
London colleagues for imme¬ 
diate coffees and almost 60 
cents more a pound if they 
want coffee for early next 
year. 

The highest wholesale price 
paid for green coffee in Lon¬ 
don this year — in February 
— was $3.60 a pound and the 
next lowest was $1.66, two 
days ago.

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Old mill now cheerful inn

ELORA. Ont. (CP) — A 
desolate, 120-year-old mill has 
been transformed into a 
cheerful country inn sur¬ 
rounded by picturesque shops 
in this town. 13 miles 
northwest of Guelph. 

With 16 bedrooms overlook¬ 
ing the celebrated Grand 
River gorge and two pictur¬ 
esque dining rooms serving 
European gourmet dishes. 
The Elora Mill has become a 
popular tourist attraction 
since its opening last Jan¬ 
uary. * 

The gorge itself has drawn 
v isitors to Elora for a century 
bi^t, until a few years ago. the 
town had little else to offer 


Then two little tea rooms and 
a few- craft shops appeared. 

Now . the refurbished mill 
dominates tlie town and its 
guest rooms are booked far in 
advance. 

A large stone fireplace Is 
the focal point of one of the 
dining rooms, blending per¬ 
fectly with the stone walls 
which are five feet thick in 
some places. Window seats 
have been built into the case¬ 
ment windows in both dining 
looms and bedrooms. 

The bedrooms are furnished 
with cannonball or brass bed¬ 
steads with dust ruffles, elab¬ 
orate bedspreads and hand¬ 
made quilts. Bathroom sinks 
are hand-painted and the old- 


fashioned toilets have de¬ 
corated pottery knobs on their 
pullchains. 

The inn is designed for = 
year-round operation and is 
expected to be a gathering 
place for the skiing set during, 
the w inter. 

A typical selection from 
chef Fritz MarechXl’s menu is 
consomme au sherry, roast 


duck Grand Marnier, aspara¬ 
gus with Hollandaise sauce 
and creme brulee. 

'Hie town owes its Thame in¬ 
directly to the famous cave 
temples of Ellora in India. A 
Captain John Gilkerson chris¬ 
tened his ship Elora and his 
brother William, who founded 
the settlement in 1332, trans¬ 
ferred the ship’s name to it.

Sumiher holidays for the school kids arrived in a blaze of 
sun on Vancouver Island and this weekend, in spite of a 
forecast of scattered showers, campers by the thousands will 
be heading for their favorite holiday spots. 

Some will be heading for the more isolated wilderness 
spots. Others will seek out the provincial parks, which are 
cleverly designed so campers can enjoy a simulated wilder¬ 
ness atmosphere in a secluded campsite all fo themselves, 
and yet have the company of hundreds of other campers 
around them. 

Wherever you decide to camp you should remember to 
Keep B.C. Green. This is shaping up as a dry season. The fire 
hazard is severe and it is the responsibility of campers to be 
careful with their own campfires — better still use your gas 
camp stoves and barbecue grills — and also to be quick to 
report and extinguish any fires you might spot in the bush. 

Logging road travel should be undertaken with extreme 
caution with regard to fires at this time Of year. Remember 
the privilege of using those logging roads which lead to so 
many fabulous holiday spots, was only won by recreationists 
in the last 15 years. * 

It wasn’t won easily, and as recreationists proved, them¬ 
selvesresponsible citizens more and more access was opened 
to them, even to the extent of the logging companies provid¬ 
ing damping areas,' boat launch ramps, nature trails, and 
handy travel maps. 

♦ That public recreational access is always under a threat 
because of vandals that get into the logging areas and smash 
up valuable equipment When that happens logging compa¬ 
nies inevitably consider closing the roads again. 

Those kind of people that vandalize equipment are not 
recreationists out 1 6 enjoy the environment and they certain¬ 
ly aren’t friends of recreationists. They are our enemies. 

If you, as recreationists, ppot any suspicious activity in 
those logging claims, you can help yourself and other recrea - 
tionists by noting licence numbers and any other identifica¬ 
tion you can spot and immediately reporting it to the RCMP 
and die logging company officials. 

Access Is a twoway street. If you can help stamp out the 
vandals, you will be ensuring public recreational access will 
be continued and improved. 

Because of the high fire hazard weather, recreationists 
may find aocess in some areas — such as in the Sooke area 
— curtailed. 

Roads that are closed are closecTfor a good reason and 
those closures should be respected. 

It will be a scramble to find space in the provincial parks 
this weekend, but all summer-long the parks branch will have 
its naturalist programs under w’ay in 25 parks around the 
province, eight of them on Vancouver Island. 

In seven pro\incial parks — Bowron Lake, Goldstream, 
Kokanee Creek, Manning, Miracle Beach, Mount Robson and 
Shuswap Lake, — the nature program is centred on the 
park’s nature house where exhibits of natural and human his¬ 
tory are displayed. 

New displays have been added this year at Goldstream, 
Kokanee Creek, and Miracle Beach, to enhance the visitor’s 
enjoyment of the parks. 

The other parks with naturalist programs are Crooked 
River, Elk Falls, Englishman River Falls, Garibaldi, Golden 
Ears, Haynes Point, Helliwell, Lakelse Lake, Little Qualicum 
Falls, Mitlenatch Island, Monck, Mount Seymour, Okanagan 
Lake, Rathtrevor Beach, Strathcona Ralph River, Wasa, 
Wells Gray, and Whiskers Point

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‘Separatists deeply committed’ 

Don t feed the fires Wallace gram skeptical 
of disunity, NDP told after Confederation talks 


WINNIPEiG (CP) — NDP 
leader Ed Rroadbent and 
former party chief David 
Lewis have warned New 
Democrats to stear clear of 
policies that might feed the 
fires of Quebec separatism. 

The two men cautioned del¬ 
egates Thursday at opening of 
the party’s ninth federal con¬ 
vention to be wary of stands 
that might suggest the New 
Democratic Party didn’t care 
whether Quebec leaves Con¬ 
federation. 

The NDP has long backed 
the right of Quebecers to de¬ 
termine their own future, 
Lewis said during debate on a 
resolution that will determine 
the party’s policy toward Que¬ 
bec independence. 

But in an impassioned plea 
for national unity, the former 
leader added that it was non¬ 
sense to suggest that the NDP 
Would accept Quebec separa¬ 
tism without protest. 

“If I believed far one mo¬ 
ment that a separate Quebec 
wouldrilve the people of that 
province' an opportunity to 
live in greater security and 
comfort, I’d be a separtist 
myself,” Lewis said. 

But, Lewis said, separatism 
would benefit only the middle 
class in Quebec who might 
"gain a little more power 
than they think they have * 
now.” 

Debate on the party’s posi¬ 
tion on Quebec — part of a 
larger concern over federal- 
provincial relations — domi¬ 
nated discussion at the open¬ 
ing day of the four-day con¬ 
vention despite the fact that 
only sax of the 800 delegates 
are from that province. The 
NDP has never elected an MP 
from Quebec. 

Broadbent set the tone for 


the unity debate earlier when 
he said Confederation could 
best be protected with strong 
federal programs in the eco¬ 
nomic and social fields, ad- 
mini stretd, for the most part, 
by the provinces. 

Constitutional changes 
would do nothing to end divi¬ 
sions caused by the “human 
and economic waste of having 
more than 1.000,000 Canadians 
unemployed,” he said. 

And a massive shift of fed¬ 
eral power to provinces — as 
proposed by the Conservative 
party — would only “deepen 
inequality in Canada and in- 


Hard liquor 
Surcharge 
under study 

The B.C. government is 
seriously considering a 10 to 
15-cehts-a-bottle surcharge on 
hard liquor to help pay for the 
social costs of alcohol. Con¬ 
sumer Affairs Minister Rafe 
Mair said Wendesday. 

The surcharge would be 
used. Mair said in an inter¬ 
view, to finance alcohol edu¬ 
cation programs. 

“If there is an increase in 
price it would be relatively 
minor and in all likelihood be 
for a specific educational pro¬ 
gram,” he said. 

He said the 100-per-cent 
markup on liquor didn’t come 
close to covering the cost of 
alcohol-related problems, and 
the government must look 
seriously at trying to recover 
some of the social costs.

VANCOUVER (UPTI - 
British Columbia's 1977 eco¬ 
nomic performance is now ex¬ 
pected to be slightly better 
than that for Canada as a 
whole, the Employers' Coun¬ 
cil of British Columbia said in 
a mid-year economic report 
Thursday.

The settlement was nego¬ 
tiated between the B.C. Food 
Industry Labor Relations 
Council representing employ¬ 
ers and the Retail Clerks 
Local 1518, Meateutters Local 
of the Canadian Food and Al¬ 
lied Workers, and the Bakery 
and Confectionery Workers’ 
International Union. Local 
468 , 

^ Terms were not disclosed 
i>ending ratification but it was 
believed the settlement was 
within the six-per-cent basic 
Anti-Inriation Board guide¬ 
lines for one year from April 
1 . 

* The employers qra Canada 
Safeway, Super-Valu, some 
IGA stores. Stong’s Markets, 
High-Low Food Ltd., Empress 
Foods Ltd., McGavin Toast¬ 
master, Weston and Mrs. 
Wjllman’s Bakeries. 

A pact for civic workers in 
Vancouver, North Vancouver, 
Richmond, Delta, Burnaby 
and Coquitlam provides for a 
one-year contract and a 5.9- 
per-cent increase. Workers 
were represented by the Ca¬ 
nadian Union of Public Em¬ 
ployees and the Vancouver 
Municipal and Regional Em¬ 
ployees Union. 

Negotiations started six 
months ago and the terms are 
retroactive to Jan. 1. The gen¬ 
eral wage increase is 36 cents 
an hour on the basic labor

The newly-formed board 
which is to hire Greater Vic¬ 
toria's first industrial com¬ 
missioner will try to get a 
Cadillac on a Volkswagen

Seven directors represent¬ 
ing various segments of the

At their initial meeting, the 
directors elected Victoria AJd. 
Frank Carson as temporary 
chairman. 

Carson said he would keep 
the position only until all de¬ 
tails had been completed. 

The directors who are to 
guide the affairs of the com¬ 
missioner’s office are Frank 
Bain, representing the B.C. 
Government Employees 
Union; Ivan Crossett of the 
Victoria Labor Council, Ed 
Higgin of the Visitors’ Infor¬ 
mation Centre, Allan Purdy of 
# the Victoria Art Council, Fred 
Bartlett of the Victoria Con¬ 
struction Association, John 
Ansell of the Greater Victoria 
Chamber of Commerce, who 
may later be replaced by an¬ 
other representative, and Car- 
son, representing the Inter¬ 
municipal Committee. 

The board will meet again 
next mortth to discuss and ap¬ 
prove a constitution which is 
to be drawn up by Achtem, 
Laughton and Alexander, a 
Victoria law firm. 

At that meeting, the direc¬ 
tors are also to decide w*here 
the commissioner’s office is to 
be located. 

A suggestion that the 
chamber might share its 
quarters with the commis¬ 
sioner drew criticism from 
Victotia Aid. Larry Ryan. 

“I’d rather see the commis* 
sioner in a small office in 
some obscure part of town 
than in the lavish 'offices of 
some bureaucracy,” he said. 

The commissioner’s office, 
he added, must not only be in¬ 
dependent but appear to be 
independent. 

Carson and Ryan led the 
move to establish an industri¬ 
al commissioner’s office in 
Greater Victoria.,, The com¬ 
missioner’s job will be to at¬ 
tract industry to the Capital 
Region.

That idea is reality now — 
as real a& the solid Sooke trees 
that make up the walls of the 
new museum on the Sooke 
Highway. 


implements from Sooke’s 
early days. 

Special features are a model 
of one of the elaborate fish 
traps which used to dot the 
Pacific coast and keep Indian 
larders full during the winter, 
and the old Sooke foghorn. 
The fish trap model, con¬ 
structed by volunteers Bill 
Baker and Jim Forrest, is be¬ 
lieved to be the only one of its 
kind. 

Many of the exhibits of old 
machinery came from the 
Phillips family, known for i£s 
mechanical abiLity and a pen¬ 
chant for holding on to its 
tools. They now give a valu¬ 
able glimpse into the past. 

Any logger who complains 
about the weight of his chain¬ 
saw might try hefting the 
1940s model owned by the'mu¬ 
seum. It was enough even 
then to persuade some fallers 
that the axe was better. 

The museum’s most valu¬ 
able project, however, may be 
the one that you can take 
home with you. 


But that will mark only the 
beginning of new efforts by 
the Sooke Region Histqrioal 
Societies. As the finishing 
touches are going on the new 
museum, the foundations are 
literally being laid for a new- 
project — reconstruction of 
the Muir House, the original 
foundations for wiiich were set 
in 1860. 

Of frame construction, but 


built with thick planks cut 
from the Muir sawmill, the 
second sawmill built on Van¬ 
couver Island, the house has 
been ‘‘incredibly w^ell-* 
preserved,” Mrs. Peers said. 

It has been taken apart 
plank by plank, and the wood 
treated. Re-erected next to 
the new museum, it will house 
a caretaker and period furni¬ 
ture in a kitchen and parlor. 


Built partly with a Local 
Initiatives Program grant and 
partly by volunteers from the 
community who donated time 
and materials, the two-floor 
museum is bound to be not 
only a place for reminiscing, 
but for enjoying a hot Sooke 
day. The first blades of grass 
of a new lawn are making 
their appearance, and a wide, 
cool porch looks out over it.

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Cook up a cozier kitchen

What’s happening; to kitch¬ 
ens? 

A lot. but most of it has lit¬ 
tle to do with meal prepara¬ 
tion. 

The kitchen is becoming a 
craft centre, a hobby area 
and a place where the family 
meets and talks as depicted in 
the above drawing. 

It shows a sloping green¬ 
house glass ceiling covering 
the eating area and leading to 
an exterior garden. An expan¬ 
sive counter area surrounds 
the central service Island and 
provides adequate space for 
storage. 

“We’re going back to when 
the kitchen was the central 
gathering place for the family 
• — where there was talk 
around the table,” says Jan 
Brown, home lifestyle consul¬ 
tant. 

There’s more of a modern 
trend evolving, she says, but 
it’s not harsh. The look is a 
softer modem which is blend¬ 


ed with woods and antiques 
and plants. The kitchen is be¬ 
coming furnished like the rest 
of the house. 

Oriental and hooked area 
rugs are replacing kitchen 
carpeting for a warmer look. 

Today’s trends are different 
from those of the togetherness 
era. says Miss Brown, a 
member of the American So¬ 
ciety of Interior Designers. 

They’re based on the needs 
of the people, not what some 
architect says. 

If you’re planning to remo¬ 
del your kitchen to make it 
cozier, she suggests you make 
a list of everything you don’t 
like about your kitchen now. 

This will give you a direc¬ 
tion to go. You can work to 
eliminate problems that exist 
in the present room. 

Then, she says, make a pos¬ 
itive list — things you'd like 
to have even if they’re not re¬ 
alistic. Then you compromise. 

Don't say you don’t have 
the room for something — im¬ 
provise. 


If you don’t have space for 
extra chairs around a table, 
hang them on the wall shaker- 
style. Make the wall a part of 
your overall decorating 
scheme. 

Don’t stereotype your think¬ 
ing. The range doesn’t have to 
stay where it is. Think about 
rearranging your appliances. 

Is a pantry and broom clos- 
et worth the space they take 
up? Often, she says, you can 
create space by eliminating 
those. Sometimes you can 
store that stuff in the guest 
closet. 

Or, the arrangenrient of your 
kitchen may allow you to put 
in an island and you can store 
stuff there. 

“bet’s make It (your kitch¬ 
en) as super as possible,” 
says the designer. 

It doesn’t take a lot of 
money to transform your utili¬ 
tarian kitchen into a cozy 
room where people will 
gather. 

Wallpaper is easy to put up 
and does a lot to brighten Op 


any room. Frame some inex¬ 
pensive posters, add a few 
plants and you’ve got a com¬ 
pletely now look, says Miss 
Brown. 

Qr, if you aren’t handy with 
wallpaper, she suggests buy¬ 
ing a border print and putting 
it on the wall right below the 
ceiling. 

If your cabinets look 
shabby, you can give them a 
face-lift with new doors. 
There are several companies 
that sell doors, explains Miss 
Brown. You take off the old 
doors and then stain the new 
ones to match or contrast 
with the existing cabinets. 

And don’t worry if your ap¬ 
pliances don't match, she 
says. The rest of the house 
doesn’t always match, so why 
does the kitchen? 

Today’s kitchen is furnished 
and decorated by the same 
principles which apply to 
other rooms in the house, 
says Miss Brown. The cabi¬ 
nets and appliances have a 
furniture design quality. 


Texture is one of the most 
important ingredients: walls 
no longer need to sport enam¬ 
el paint or stereotyped wall¬ 
paper of chickens or spices. 
Instead, she says, ’we see 
brick, barnsiding, rough-sawn 
cedar, burlap on walls. 

Beamed ceilings add archi¬ 
tectural interest and serve as 
anchors for hanging kitchen 
utensils, plants and wicker 
baskets. 

“But regardless of style,” 
she says, "the new kitchens 
emphasize a strong indoor- 
outdoor relationship.” 

The personal touch is very 
evident in today’s kitchens, 
says Miss Brown. People like 
cabinets with glass doors for 
displaying collections of 
grandma’s china. 

The children’s artwork is 
displayed proudly on the bul¬ 
letin board. 

“It’s a very do-yourown- 
thing type of decorating,” she 
says.

Expectant dads feel pain, guilt 


EDMONTON (CP> — The 
transition to parenthood can 
■ be as difficult for men as it is 
for women, a well-known ob- 
sterician told a conference on 
childbirth education this 
week. 

Many expectant fathers suf¬ 
fer nausea, vomiting and 
toothache during their wife’s 
pregnancy, said Dr. Murry 
Enkin, associate professor of 
obstetrics and gynecology at 
McMaster University Medical 
Centre in Hamilton. 


Physical symptoms may be 
accompanied by feelings of 
jealousy, guilt, insecurity and 
ambivalence about the preg¬ 
nancy, he said. 

Bui it is only recently any 
research has been conducted 
into the father’s feelings 
about childbirth, said Dr. 
Enkin. 

The associate editor of The 
Birth and Family Journal, Dr. 
Enkin was addressing the sec¬ 
ond Canadian regional confer¬ 
ence v of the International 


childbirth education associa¬ 
tion. Few of the 700 delegates 
were men. 

Fathers often feel left out 
during pregnancy because of 
their small biological role, he 
said. And their feelings have 
largely been “a well-kept se- 
cret.” 

Tn pome cases jealousy 
arises from “the new man” in 
the woman's life — her doo- 
tor. Envy also stems from in¬ 
creased attention surrounding 
the wife.

Ostler remanded her until 
July 21 for a pre-sentence re¬ 
port alter reconsidering the 
fine.

Shirley Dowell, a director of 
the Capital Regional Board, to 
give character evidence on 
behalf of Elworthy. whom she 


had known all his life as a 
close friend of her son. 

What had happened, she 
said, was “totally out of char- 
actq,r with his true person. 
It’s hard to believe what has 
happened.” She said he rea¬ 
lized the seriousness of the of¬ 
fence and was now “a very 
frightened and very sorry 
young man.” 

Jeff Green, counsel for Wil¬ 
kinson, had said his client 
was not an active participant 
in the robbery, and the judge 
agreed there was doubt'of this 
and no evidence of possession 
at a rifle.

(CPi 
Hatred and bitterness towards 
the penal system where he 
spent 6H years has motivated 
ex-convict Fred Nash to tell 
his story to law class students 
at Cornwall Collegiate and 
Vocational Institute. 

Once described by a prose¬ 
cutor as the leader of “a whi- 
tecollar Mafia” for his role as 
head of a slick bad-cheque 
ring, Nash lectures on the 
real story of prison life. 

”1 point out to them how 
goddamn good they got it and 
not to jeopardize it. I'm sure 
that if there is any guy sitting 
in the back row. of that class 
thinking of robbing a drug 


store that night, he'll go two 
blocks out of his way to miss 
it on the way home from 
school after listening to me." 

Nash, 34. was invited to 
teacher Mark Goldhamer’s 
classes after one of his stu¬ 
dents. who knew Nash, 
suggested he come and talk 
about prison life. 

The class had heard from 
judges, lawyers and police but 
Nash is popular with the stu¬ 
dents. 

"The w-ay he talks," said 
Robert Childerhouse. 18. "it 
sounds like prison is more 
corrupt than society. It should 
be changed to correct, rather 
than hurt, them.” 


Carmen Brunet, LB. is one 
student who does not like 
Nash's negative attitude to¬ 
ward police. 

Wheffier they agree with 
him or not the students would 
like to hear from Nash again. 

Nash has spent more than 
five months at one time in sol¬ 
itary confinement and still 
bears the scars from a beat¬ 
ing. after which he says, 
guards left him lying for four 
hours in his cnyn blood on the 
cell lloor with a broken arm. 

He said his lectures are mo¬ 
tivated by hate and bitterness 
because "everywhere I go. if 
I look for it. I can find broken 


men wandering around be 
cause of prison." 

The prison system does nut 
rehabilitate but rather de¬ 
stroys and teaches the prison¬ 
er he must "con and manipu¬ 
late people” in order to sui- 
vive, Nash said. 

"If you’re not a fast con 
and can skate faster than the 
next guy, you die. I’ve seen 
my friend hang himself; good 
men take tdrugi overdoses 
and good men become shells 
"All they are doing is turn¬ 
ing out' broken men and the 
biggest sham of ad is tha» 
.those suckers out there—the 
taxpayers are emptying 
their fiockets to pay for this.” 


His life ol forging cheques 
started small in the Marl- 
times but before long he was 
stealing up lo $10,000 a week 
in Toronto as head of a white- 
collar fraud and phoney che¬ 
que ring. 

lie was sentenced in April. 
1970 after pleading guilty to 93 
charges of fraud, conspiracy, 
lorgery and possession of sto¬ 
len cheques. 

Since his release on parole 
in 1974. life has t lunged for 
Nash. He is the owner, with 
his wife, of a billiard lounge. 
He and his wife, Anne, recent¬ 
ly won $100,000 in a Wintario 
draw.

Baker spoke of his 12 years in 
Victoria. 

“One of my main concen¬ 
trations was in working to 
make the congregation a true 
family,” he said. "The em¬ 
phasis was on making it one 
big family with mutual sup¬ 
port and caring for one 'an¬ 
other and I believe we large¬ 
ly succeeded.” 

As part of this emphasis, he 
said, the 9:30 a.m. family ser¬ 
vice was built up.

90 years’ service celebrated 


On Sunday morning June 
26. 1887, the Salvation Army 
held its first open air meeting 
outside the Adelphi saloon at 
the southwest comer of Yates 
and Government, where the 
post office now stands. 

This initial meeting was fol¬ 
lowed by an indoor service in 
a building in the 600 block of 
Fort Street. 

The coming of the army to 
Victoria was not marked by a 
tide of spiritual revival as In 
some cities, and at first the 
pioneers, led by Capt- May 
Hackett, had a difficult time. 

Tt was also found that male 
officers were not acceptable 
to the public, who let it be 
known that they did not think 
offieership was a man's job. 

During the past 90 years. 
The Salvation Army has 
grown with the increasing 
challenges of human need 
with two corps centres, one in 
Victoria and one in Esqui¬ 
mau. four institutions and 
various other services giving 
practical help to thousands of 
people in the Victoria area. 

The 90th-year celebrations 
were climaxed with a visit by 
General-elect and Mrs. Com¬ 
missioner Arnold Brown last 
weekend. One of the events 


was a Memory Lane reception

marriage breakdown. Close 
behind is alcohol and drug ad- 
dictlqn. 

Fewer than 10 per cent 
thought business practices of 
corporations. native land 
claims or lotteries were a pri¬ 
ority. 

However, members support¬ 
ed church policies in some of 
these area. 

Seventy per cent agreed 
that if the church is con¬ 
cerned about the actions of a 
Canadian corporation, “it 
should use its influence as a 
stockholder "to change poli¬ 
cies".

As recently as 12 and 15 
years ago we pastors used to 
tell one another on Monday 
morning how big our congre¬ 
gations had been on Sunday. 
But more recently our ten¬ 
dency has been simply to tell 
-'*• one another on Monday morn¬ 
ing “Good • morning,” and 
later to confess to one an¬ 
other, in soft voices, that they 
don’t come like they used to. 

We clergy who are now 
comfortably into middle age 
and beyond remember how 
gratifying, and how ego- 
coddling, it was to take ser¬ 
vices back in th elate 40s and 
the 50s, when in most 
churches a worshipper had to 
get there quite early in order 
to get a back seat. There’s 
nothing like a big congrega¬ 
tion to make a pastor feel that 
God’s in his heaven? and all s 
j right with the world. 

I But circumstances changed. 
Congregations declined. The 
long-weekend thing undoubt¬ 
edly had something to do with 
dwindling church attendance, 
but We mustn’t make too 
much of that. The midweek 
services which some of us 
provided for weekenders were 
not, generally, conspicuously 
successful. 

There is now little worldly 
benefit in attending church, 
and few people feel that they 
should attend in order to au¬ 
thenticate their respectability. 
A life insurance salesman told 
me that it was no longer as 
helpful as it once was for a 
man in his business to have 
an acitve church connection. 

My impression is that most 
people who now attend church 
regularly do so from simple 
religious motives — and Ifin 
it hard to think that that can 
be a change fas the worse. 

There is some evidence that 
circumstances are again 
changing. Recent polls and 
surveys indicate that the de¬ 
cline in attendance at services 
of worship may have levelled 


off, and there is some indica¬ 
tion that, by and large, atten¬ 
dance is now slightly higher 
than it wRs not so very long 
ago. 

More and more people now 
seem to be looking 16 chuiw 
and synagogue for help in 


coping with hie deep, basic 
problems of Iheir lives. The 
pressures and menaces and 
.confusions of life today cause 
people to try to deal with 
their feeling so anxiety and 
emptiness by working fran¬ 
tically and playing lrantical-

enough. They feel the need of 
something else, something to 
give them a sense of meaning 
and purpose in their lives.

LONDON (AP> Ihe di¬ 
vinity of Jesus Christ iR ijeing 
challenged by British Protes¬ 
tant theologians who say 
Jesus should be regarded as a 
great teacher, not a supernat¬ 
ural miracle-worker. 

In a new' book entitled The 
Myth of God Incarnate, the 
seven theologians argue Jesus 
was not God in human form 
but a man approved by God 
lor a special role. 

Initial reaction to the book 
from religious leaders wa* 
negative. 

The contributors to the 
211-1 age book, to be published 
by SCM Press Ltd., are all 
university theology professors 


and six of Ihe seven are 
Anglicans. 

The authors say Jesus did 
not claim to be divine but was 
promoted to divinity by early 
Christians, who still were 
under pagan influences. 

They say it will benefit the 
churches in an age of science 
.if Jesus is regarded as a 
great teacher, because there 
are many who admire His 
wisdom but cannot accept His 
super-natural aspects. 

Another argument in th^ 
new book is that the tradi¬ 
tional view of Jesus as divine 
prevents a closer relationship 
with other religions.

a deficit this year only by 
some fancy footwork with the 
books which carried a current 
expense over to next year” 
gave a very erroneous picture 
of the society’s financial posi¬ 
tion Cairns, a chartered ac¬ 
countant, said. 

This past year, for the 
first time, promotional ex¬ 
penses incurred for the up¬ 
coming season were treated 
as prepaid expenses. 

In the past, Cairns said, 
these amounts have been of 
less significance. 

The increased expenses in¬ 
curred this year are actually 
aimed at producing revenue 
for next year, Cairns pointed 
out, so they should properly 
appear as expenses in that 
year’s financial statements. 

The accounting change did 
affect the society’s financial 
standing this year, resulting 
in a surplus of 5504 rather 
than a deficit of 52,224. but it 
was good accounting, and not 
an attempt to avoid a deficit, 
that was involved. 

“If anything, the way we’re 
doing it now shows the soci¬ 
ety’s financial position more 
accurately than in the past,’’ 
Cairns said. 


at present divided into 115 
parcels. 

The proposed plan would set 
a 10-acre minimum lot size on 
subdivisions, and many resi¬ 
dents who want the area to 
remain rural are in favor of 
the curbs on development.

Bob Saunders questioned 
the cost of the community 
plan. 

“The cost of this plan al¬ 
ready exceed®- 5260,000,” he 
said, “And we are not going 
to use half of it” 

“If we don’t have planning 
at all I don’t know what it will 
cost the next generation,” 
Geoff Mitchell retorted. 
Albert- Head Ratepayers’ 


Association president George 
Buvyer wanted more freedom 
and fewer regulations. 

"In a rural area you have 
to accept the fact that people 
are here to enjoy a little more 
freedom than they have iff the 
urban areas,” he said. 

The word urban, he said, 
came from urbane, meaning 
gentile. ’Well, we don’t want 
anything like that here,” he 
said. 

John Cragg, president of the 
Metchosin Ratepayers’ Asso¬ 
ciation, said lot sizes should 
depend simply cm topography, 
availability of soil for sub-sur¬ 
face sewage disposal, and 
availability of a water supply. 

Those factors, he said, 
would limit growth sufficient¬ 
ly. * - 

He said that because of the 
8lopes in the upland areas 
only about ,4,000 acres were 
actually available for develop¬ 
ment. 

Canon Hilary Butler said 


upland residents should be 
treated as human beings. 
“They are not monsters who 
are trying to destroy the 
area,” he said. “They are try¬ 
ing to preserve it.” 

He felt it would be helpful if 
dome stress >vere put on the 
criteria for development so 
that the rationale behind the 
planning was apparent. 

Mitchell sain he could see 
no reason to \%ry the plan to 
allow more development in 


the upland areas at a time 
when there were many small 
lots available for sale in de¬ 
veloped parts of Metchosin. 

“As for the people who have 
bought more than they can 
chew, that is just too bad; we 
all do that sometimes.” 

Several residents put in a 
bid for better transportation 
to Metchosin. suggesting that 
mini-buses could connect the 
area with Cblwood, and other 
public transportation.

Garden Notes 


Dominion Day marks an 
Important turning point in the 
gardener's year, and I would ' 
like to remind my readers 
once again that no asparagus 
should be cut and no rhubarb 
stalks pulled from now until 
next spring. Both plants will 
be needing all their foliage 
from here on in to plump up 
their overworked roots for 
next year’s cropping. 

Once the asparagus fern ap¬ 
pears, you may have to de¬ 
fend your plants from the pil¬ 
laging of the flower arrangers 
in your family, for the delica¬ 
te,. lacy foliage makes won¬ 
derful greenery for mixing 
with ,sweet peas, roses and 
other blooms in bouquets and 
arrangements. A few little 
snippets from here and there 
wouldn’t do any perceptible 
harm, but any serious cutting 
of the fern would have a pro¬ 
found effect on the quality 
and quantity of the crop in fu¬ 
ture years. 

Asparagus is such a pretty 
plant while In leaf that I’ve 


often thought It would make 
an excellent screen or division 
between the vegetable plot 
proper and the sitting-out por¬ 
tion of the backyard lawn, for 
the tall fern provides a most 
ornamental hedge through 
July and August. 

Next time you dig up and 
remake the asparagus bed, it 
wouldn’t be a bad idea to save 
a few of the smaller roots to 
plant in the back row of your 
perennial border. This would 
not only create a most or¬ 
namental effect, but would 
also provide mixing material . 
for use with cut flowers. 

Don’t let anybody talk you 
into giving your asparagus 
bed a dressing of common 
salt. This was a fairly com¬ 
mon practice in the old days, 
and you still see it recom¬ 
mended in the older garden 
books. It is true that you get 
quite a nice spurt of growth 
following an application of 
salt, but the efffect is only 
temporary and the salt can do 
a lot of damage. It isn’t too 


serious on light sandy, gritty 
or gravelly ground, but the 
heavier types of soil can be 
ruined through the use of salt. 

The action of salt is to sepa¬ 
rate the calcium and potassi¬ 
um from the colloidal matter 
in the soil. This colloidal mat¬ 
ter is rather like a very thin 
film of jelly surrounding each 
tiny particle of soil and is the 
basis of all the potential fertil¬ 
ity of the soil. If you lose this 
film, you have just plain dirt 
instead of living soil, and it 
may be years before the as¬ 
paragus bed comes back to 
full production. 

If the asparagus bed Is very 
weedy, you have a unique op¬ 
portunity to clean it up now. 
Make one last cutting of as¬ 
paragus, taking every single 
stalk so that absolutely no as- 
p a r a g U s growth appears 
above ground, then spray or 
wet the weeds and grass with 
WeedRite, which will kill 
them without doing any harm 
to the soil. Remember. Wee¬ 
dRite kills everything green, 


but is neutralized as soon as it 
comes into contact with soil, 
hence the only safe time to 
apply it is after all asparagus 
spears are cut well below the 
soil level and before any fern 
appears. 

As soon as the fern appears. 
It is a good Idea to give it a 
little boost by applying fertil¬ 
izer. My own preference, in 
this case, is lor one of the “in¬ 
stant” kinds applied in water, 
ahout ope gallon of the nu¬ 
trient solution per square 
yard of bed. 

The rhubarb, too. will ap¬ 
preciate a feed at the end of 
the cropping season, and for 
this plant, there is no better 
material than old-fashioned 
rotted fa-r-myard manure 
spread thickly on the surface 
over the rooting area, to¬ 
gether with plenty of water. 

If you have any of the liquid 
feed left over from the aspar¬ 
agus feeding, you might wet 
down the rhubarb leaves with 
it, as this plant seems to 
enjoy being fed from both 
ends.

Seattle gets a nod 
to flood Skagit Valley 


WASHINGTON (AP) — The 
U.S, Federal Power Commis¬ 
sion voted Thursday to let the 
city of Seattle increase the 
height of Ross Dam — a pro¬ 
posal which has already been 
met with resistance and 
protest from B.C. north of the 
dam. 

The decision has no legal ef¬ 
fect, though, and is subject to 
change until it is formally 
published, an FPC spokesman 
said. 

The vote, which also per¬ 
mits the city to raise the ele¬ 
vation of Ross Lake reservoir 
to 1,725 feet, affirms a deci¬ 
sion issued by an FPC ad¬ 
ministrative law judge on 
Feb. 4, 1976. 

Seattle City LJght want s to 
raise the Skagit River dam by 
122 ^ feet, a move which 
would result in the flooding of 
an additional 5,000 acres in 
B.C.’s Skagit Valley. 

Governor Dixy Lee Ray and 
the state department of eco¬ 
logy support the project, 
which would permit genera¬ 
tion of more electricity than 
what is possible by the exist¬ 
ing dam. 

But B.C. opposes the project 
because of the additional 
flooding and says a new* dam 
proposed for the Pend 
D’Oreille River, expected to 
be completed in 1980, could 


serve as an alternate power 
source. 

Richard Arambaru, lawyer 
representing Seattle-area op¬ 
ponents of high Ross Dam. 
said the FPC decision was not 
surprising. 


“After alt, the FPC is in the 
business of licensing dams.” 

He said the opponents would 
continue to fight the project 
through appeals to the com¬ 
mission and, probably, to fed¬ 
eral courts.

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Summer holidays for the school kids arrived in a blaze of 
sun on Vancouver Island and this weekend, in spite of a 
forecast of scattered showers, campers by the thousands will 
be heading for their favorite holiday spots. 

Some will be heading for the more isolated wilderness 
spots. Others will seek out the provincial parks, which are 
cleverly designed so campers can enjoy a simulated wilder¬ 
ness atmosphere in a secluded campsite all to themselves, 
and yet have the company of hundreds of other campers 
around them. 

Wherever you decide to camp you should remember to 
Keep B.C. Green. This is shaping up as a dry season. The fire 
hazard is severe and it is the responsibility of campers to be 
careful with their own campfires — better still use your gas 
camp stoves and barbecue grills — and also to be quick to 
report and extinguish any fires you might spot in the bush. 

Logging road travel should be undertaken with extreme 
caution with regard to fires at this time of year. Remember 
the privilege of using these logging roads which lead to so 
many fabulous holiday spots, was only won by recreationists 
in the last 15 years. 

It wasn’t won easily, and as recreationists proved them¬ 
selves responsible citizens more and more access was opened 
to them, even to the extent of the logging companies provid¬ 
ing camping areas, boat launch ramps, nature trails, and 
handy travel maps. 

That public recreational access is always under a threat 
because of vandals that get into the logging areas and smash 
up valuable equipment. When that happens logging compa¬ 
nies inevitably consider closing the roads again. 

Those kind of people that vandalize equipment are not 
recreationists out to enjoy the environment and they certain¬ 
ly aren’t friends of recreationists. They are our enemies. 

If you, as recreationists, spot any suspicious activity in 
those logging claims, you can help yourself and other recrea - 
tionists by noting licence numbers and any other identifica¬ 
tion you can spot and immediately reporting it to the ROMP 
and the logging company officials. 

Access is a two-way street. If you can help stamp out the 
vandals, you will be ensuring public recreational access will 
be continued and improved. 

Because of the high fire hazard weather, recreationists 
may find access in some areas — such as in the Sooke area 
— curtailed. 

Roads that are closed are closed tor a good reason and 
those closures should be respected. 

It will be a scramble to find space in the provincial parks 
tols weekend, but all summer-long the parks branch will have 
its naturalist programs under way in 25 paries around the 
province, eight of them on Vancouver Island. 

In seven provincial harks — Bowron Lake, Gold stream, 
Kokanee Creek, Manning,. Miracle Beach, Mount Robson and 
Shuswap Lake, — the nature program is centred on the 
park’s nature house where exhibits of natural and human his¬ 
tory are displayed. 

New displays have been added this year at Goldstream, 
Kokanee Creek, and Miracle Beach, to enhanoe the visitor’s 
enjoyment of the parks. ' 

The other parks with naturalist programs are Crooked 
River, Elk Falls, Englishman River Falls, Garibaldi, Golden 
Ears, Haynes Point, Helliwell, Lakelse Lake, Little Quallcum 
Falls, Mitlenatch Island, Monck, Mount Seymour, Okanagan 
Lake, Rathtrevor Beach, Strathcona Ralph River, Wasa, 
Wells Gray, and Whiskers Point.

This holiday weekend brings some of the lowest tides of 
the year, ideal tor beach walkers and inter-tidal zone explor¬ 
ers. Today at Sooke it will be a low .6 tide at 9:20 a.m.; Sat¬ 
urday it will be .8 feet at 10:15 a.m., and Sunday, L2 feet at 
10:45 a.m. 

Sooke to Pedder Bay waters are still producing big 
Chinooks, some coho and some sockeye. Up-Island, the Bal- 
lenas Island, Gerald Island, Yeo Island, Nuttall Bay, Bowser, 
Deep Bay, Horn by-Denman Island waters have been good for 
coho on flies and Radiant Squirts, small spoons. 

Bates Beach-Miracle Beach waters are also producing 
plenty of cohos to bucktail fishermen. 

The bigger lakes, like Cowichan, are still providing good 
trout fishing. Quennell Lake has been good for bass and now 
is the time to seek out the bass again in Langford, Matheson, 
Elk, Beaver, Prospect, Durrance and St. Mary Lake.

and Confectionery Workers’ 
International Union, Local 


Terms were not disclosed 
pending ratification but it was 
believed the settlement was 
within the six-per-cent basic 
Anti-Inflation Board guide¬ 
lines for one year from April 
1 . 

The employers are Canada 
Safeway, Super-Valu, some 
IGA stores. Stong’s Markets, 
High-Low Food Ltd., Empress 
Foods Ltd., McGavin Toast¬ 
master, Weston and Mrs. 
Willman’s Bakeries. 

A pact for civic workers in 
Vancouver, North Vancouver, 
Richmond, Delta, Burnaby 
and Coquitlam provides for a 
one-year contract and a 5.9- 
per-cent increase. Workers 
were represented by the Ca¬ 
nadian Union of Public Em¬ 
ployees and the Vancouver 
Municipal and Regional Em¬ 
ployees Union. 

Negotiations started six 
months ago and the terms are 
retroactive to Jan. 1.

Vesuvius Bay plan sparks clash 


Water supplies 
likely expensive 

to Duke Point

Islands Trust chair¬ 
man Marc Holmes has 
reacted quickly to an ap¬ 
plication by Vesuvius Bay 
area resident Bill Scotton 
for a 60- to 100-unit 
townhouse development 
on Salt Spring Island. 

In a letter to the Capi¬ 
tal Region Board, with 
copies to the press, he has 
demanded that all infor¬ 
mation about the proposal 


be made Immediately 
available, rather than 
waiting until various gov¬ 
ernment agencies have 
considered the matter. 

Scotton has applied to 
the Pollution Control 
Branch for a permit to 
discharge sewage from 
the proposed development 
on 80 acres of waterfront 
land he owns about a 
mile outside Vesuvius. 


The application has 
also been made to the re¬ 
gion, although it has not 
yet been considered by 
directors. t 

Salt Spring Island re¬ 
gional director George 
Heinekey said he thought 
Holmes was reacting too 
quickly to the application. 

“Scotton has simply 
put in an application 
which anyone is entitled 
to do,” he said. * 


“The application has 
only just been made, and 
has not even got as far 
as the local planning and 
zoning committee of the 
regional board yet.” 

The Advisory Planning 
Commission on the island 
has considered the appli¬ 
cation and recommended 
against it, according to 
Hdnekey. 


“The thing could be 
turned down by the pol¬ 
lution control board and 
that would finish it there 
and then,” he said. 

The application will 
also be considered by the 
local technical planning 
committee, by the re¬ 
gion’s planning and zon¬ 
ing committee, and by 
the board itself. 


NANAIMO — Supplying 
water to the proposed Duke 
Point development could cost 
as much a i $12 million, says a 
report made to city council. 

But, B.C Development Cor¬ 
poration project manager 
Pete Breikss says that he ex¬ 
pects that the developers 
would not be expected to pay 
all of those costs. 

Breikss said in an interview 
with the Colonist that city 
council has been reasonable 
and logical in the dealings 
with the development cor¬ 
poration on Duke Point and 
he expects that reason¬ 
ableness will be continued: 

The project manager point¬ 
ed out that of the $12 million 
projected costs, only part is 
directly atrributable to Duke 
Point. 

He said that exactly how 
much of the cost is attributa¬ 
ble to Duke Point will be a 
subject of negotiation between 
the city and BCDC. 

The repor's findings came 
as no surprise, Breikss said, 
and BCDC has expected that 
some costs will be required 
for water services. * 

The report, by Associated 
Engineering Services, gives 
preliminary estimates of 58.9 
million for one alternative 
and 511.6 million for a second 
alternative for supplying 
water to the planned port dev¬ 
elopment. 

Nanaimo city council re¬ 
cently approved the rezoning 
of the property for the 
'planned complex, with the 
stipulation that the servicing * 
costs be paid by the develop- • 
er, unless council agreed to 
other arrangements. 

Biggest part of the cost of 
supplying water would be the 
need to provide a duplicate 
main to bring water from the 
city’s storage facilities to Ex¬ 
tension. f 

The main now In use was 
designed only to meet the 
city’s domestic needs, and is 
already inadequate to provide 
for the city. t 

It is being duplicated in 
stages to meet the projected 
water needs of the communi¬ 
ty, with the final stage sche¬ 
duled for completion in 1999. 

The addition of the Duke 
Point demand will make it 
necessary to reschedule the 
duplicate main construction, 
as well as increase the pipe 
size, the report says. 

The engineers estimated 
water demands to supply the 
industries at Duke Point 
based on Information from the 
British Columbia Develop¬ 
ment Corporation. 

These include two or three 
sawmills, a pulp mill, indus¬ 
trial park and shipping termi¬ 
nal. The pulp mill was said to 
be in the future. 

Two routes were considered 
to carry the water from the 
end* of the main. One runs 
northeast from Extension to 
Duke Point. Route two runs 


east from Harewood Road to 
Puke Point. 

The engineers also said that 
a minimum of 500,000 gallons 
of water would have to bd 
stored at Duke Point, in ele¬ 
vated storage, to provide 
water in case of troifole with 
the long pipeline. 


The engineers conclude that 
supplying water to Duke Point 
from the city's south fork 
main is feasible but expen¬ 
sive. 'Ibey stressed that more 
accurate* routing, costs and 
scheduling must be deter¬ 
mined by an in-depth study. 


Prince George 
deal scuttled? 

.NANAIMO — A deal which would have seen the cruise 
ship Prince George relocated in the United States has ap¬ 
parently fallen through. 

Tl»e vessel Is currently moored In the Nanaimo Harbor, 
brought here by Wong Brothers Enterprises, who hoped to 
create a floating restaurant and convention centre out of the 
ship. 

The Wong Brothers had made a tentative deal with Gun¬ 
derson Realty of South Bend, Washington, who were planning 
to relocate the ship In southern Washington. 

However, the American firm has apparently been un¬ 
successful in acquiring the necessary land at a reasonable 
price. 

The W r ongs were unsuccessful in their local venture 
because of a lack of suitable waterfront. Spokesman Gunner 
W r ong says thay are in the process of talking to other interest¬ 
ed parties.

Vancouver construction 
worker who freely admits he 
has taken his lumps in the 
past for speaking his piece on 
the labor front. 

But tpore recently, he said 
Wednesday, he has faced 
“physical threats” for his op¬ 
position to the "mystery” sur¬ 
rounding a pension plan for 
the four Construction and 
General Laborers’ Union 
looals in B.C., and the man¬ 
ner in which the affairs of his 
own local (Local 602 in Van¬ 
couver) are being conducted. 

“Physical intimidation is 
now the name of foe game for 
anyone who expresses oppos¬ 
ing views on foe manner in 
which the pension plan has 
been established,” Shane said 
in an interview. 

But the alleged threats 
weren’t touched on during the 
morning when Shane and a 
group of ‘‘concerned 
members” of his local met for 
two hours with Deputy Labor 
Minister James Matkin in an 
unsuccessful attempt to have 
foe government call an inqui¬ 


ry into foe charges concern¬ 
ing the pension and the local. 

THE MAIN THRUST of the 
small group’s approach to 
Matkin was this: 

• It said members of the r 
union are not allowed to see 
the pension plan text, the 
trust deed, relevant statistics 
and data, or “any other regu¬ 
lations governing foe Labor¬ 
ers’ pension plan;” 

• The manner in which 
Local 602’s election of officers 
is to be held and delay in 

P holding the election. 

Shane conceded during the 
subsequent interview that he 
was seeking the office of busi¬ 
ness agent and that the others 
with him Wednesday were 
part of the same slate oppos¬ 
ing the local’s establishment. 

“A multi-million dollar pen¬ 
sion plan is being established 
in the province of B.C. under 
the most scandalous condi¬ 
tion? imaginable, and we are 
saying there must be protec¬ 
tion for the working people 
who will be contributing to 
it,” he said. 

THERE WAS NO indication 
of how much support Shane 
has in his 4,000-member local, 


or whether there is heavy op¬ 
position to the pension plans 
in the other locals. One of the 
locals covers Vancouver Is¬ 
land. 

Whatever thet case, Matkin 
was not prepared to recom¬ 
mend an inquiry. He said foe 
labof dfepartment had a strict 
policy against meddling in inv- 
temal union affairs. 

He also fold foe group there 
was no pension legislation on 
the books. But he said after¬ 
ward that it was a matter 
that would get some study. 

Shane said he had been told 
“essentially foe same thing” 
on two previous occasions by 
Labor Ministaf Allan Wil¬ 
liams. ' 

“I HOPE questions will be 
asked in the trade labor 
movement about what the de¬ 
vil’s going on with this pen¬ 
sion, and by other sectors of 
the B.C. public,” he said. 
“Because pension legislation 
is an absolute necessity. 

“There is just no machinery 
to deal with it. We’re saying 
that the government must 
find some machinery immedi¬ 
ately because there’s millions 
of dollars in hard-earned 
money involved here.”

Officers of Shane’s local 

could not be reached for com¬ 
ment Wednesday night. Of¬ 
ficers of the Vancouver Island 
local were also unavailable. 

While members have been 
unable to see the pertinent 
facts pertaining to the pension 
plan, Shane said, some infor¬ 


mation had come to light be¬ 
cause of his own position as 
his local’s trustee for the La¬ 
borers^Medical Benefit Plan. 

HE SAID the LMBP gave 
birth to foe pension plan and 
that he was outvoted 11-1 by 
other trustees in his opposi¬ 
tion. He said he was a rank- 
and-filer and that most of the 
others were union officers. ' 

There are three trustees 
from each of the B.C. locals. 

The plan is one that re¬ 
places the plan from the in¬ 
ternational laborers’ union 
that was rejected in 1973, 
Shane said. He said the B.G 
locals were threatened with 
loss of their charters for their 
attack on the earlier plan, but 
that the action was dropped 
following a brief hearing. 

He said the first plan began 
in 1969, had 54 million in 
assets and 5,000 participants 
today, but had ohly 55 people 
collecting from it. 

WHAT HE KNOWS of the 
current plan, he doesn’t like. 

He said the B.C. mem¬ 
bership voted last year by* a 
59 per cent margin to accept 
the new plan on the belief it 
would provide — for 14 cents 


an hour in wages — 5400 a 
month on retirement at foe 
age of 60 after only 15 years 
of service. 

“There’s no plan in North 
America that could provide 
such benefits.” he said.' 

Those retiring at 65 would 
get 5200 a month but would 
also get foe Canada Pension 
Plan and Old Age Pension, he 
said. 

% Shane and his group w^nt to 
see Matkin armed with docu¬ 
ments that included letters 
from consultants and ac¬ 
tuaries claiming either that 
there wasn’t enough known 
about foe plan to form a judg¬ 
ment, or that it was not a 
good one. 

A copy of one letter from 
Kenneth P. Camisa, senior 
vice-president of Martin E. 
Segal Company Ltd. (consul¬ 
tants and actuaries) in Toron¬ 
to, says bluntly at one point: 
"Aftef studying the program 
we concluded that it is not re¬ 
ally a pension plan at all; 
rather it is a savings or sever¬ 
ance plan with a few small 
pension features.” 

CAMISA SAYS in foe letter 
there is no real recognition of 


past service, that a man retir¬ 
ing at 59 with 40 years’ ser¬ 
vice would not have this time 
counted. 

Benefits paid in the near fu¬ 
ture would be negligible, he 
says. 

He went so far as to say 
that foe “long-range interests 
of the members and the local 
unions car better be served 
with a real pension plan.” 

Shane says foe plan is set 
up in such a way that some 
people who have retired with¬ 
out contributing to it will be 
able to receive pension pay¬ 
ments. 

“Retired union officers 
alread receiving handsome 
pensions from foe interna¬ 
tional union, in some cases 
will receive foe new pension 
without any contributions 
from themselves ” 

He said there was a “past 
credit provision” on which the 
union membership had no 
input. 

SHANE SAID his group 
wired the international un¬ 
ion’s president Angelo Fosco 
in Washington, D.C., asking 
for essential information deal¬ 
ing with foe constitutionality 


of foe pension plan, but that 
Fosco simply asked a paid 
union officer to conduct an 
investigation. 

Shane doesn’t expect such 
an investigation to produce 
foe wanted answers. 

He said his own problems 
began last year when he 
spoke up against foe plan at a 
meeting of his local and was 
ordered to leave. He claims 
225 of the 250 at the meetipg 
were going to leave with him. 

He says he was charged 
with disrupting a union meet¬ 
ing, tried by a trial commit¬ 
tee made up of executive 
members of foe local, and 
given a sentence that would 
ban him from attending meet¬ 
ings for two and a half year. 

HOWEVER, HE SAYS, he 
appealed the sentence, ap¬ 
peared with a lawyer, de¬ 
manded a transcript of the 
meeting in question, and won 
his case. 

But all of that, he says, is 
water under the bridge. 

“It’s what is happening now 
that counts. What is urgent fe 
that the true facts he made 
available before any more 
money goes Into this plan.”

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Initial reaction from Trans¬ 
port Minister Jack Davis and 
B.C. Ferries general manager 
Charles Gallagher was quite 
clear: the provincial govern¬ 
ment isn’t interested. 

The possibility of operating 
a jetfoil service was discussed 
Wednesday at a meeting of 
Victoria businessman, politi¬ 
cians and Boeing Co. execu¬ 
tives. 

Boeing manufactures the 
Jetfoils Flying Fish which 
was on a six-week trial run 


last year between ^ Victoria 
and Seattle. 

Davis’ and Gallagher's re¬ 
action came in interviews fol¬ 
lowing a sales pitch by Boeing 
officials. 

The minister said the pro¬ 
posed jetfoil service might be 
a good idea for private en¬ 
terprise, but he couldn’t see 
the government getting in¬ 
volved in it. 

Gallagher waa more outspo¬ 
ken. He said If the govern¬ 


ment operated the proposed 
service, it would be compet¬ 
ing with itself. 

"We are running under our 
passenger capacity now. I’d 
rather we bought 520 million 
worth of buses to bring more 
people to the ferry termi¬ 
nals,” he said. 

Earlier, while a Boeing of¬ 
ficial went through the sales 
pitch, explaining that there 
was a role for government in 
the proposed service, Gal¬ 


lagher nudged a reporter and 
said: 

"Ask him a dirty question. 
Ask him why Washington 
State Ferries isn’t in it.” 

A number of Victoria bu-" 
sinessmen, however, have 
expressed preliminary inter¬ 
est in taking op the venture of 
operating a jet-foil service 
connecting Victoria with Van¬ 
couver and Seattle.

runs between Victoria and 
Vancouver. 

Cost of each foil is about 
510 million. Fares between 
Victoria end Vancouver and

That fare structure, Boeing 
officials said, was based on 
an average load factor of 56 
per cent, far below that expe¬ 
rienced during last Sep-* 
tember’s trial run.

Seattle gets a nod 
to flood Skagit Valley 


WASHINGTON (API — The 
U.S. Federal Power Commis¬ 
sion voted Thursday to let the 
city of Seattle increase the 
height of Ross Dam — a pro¬ 
posal which has already been 
met with resistance and 
protest from B.C. north of the 
dam. 

The decision has no legal ef¬ 
fect, though, and is subject to 
change until it is formally 
published, an FPC spokesman 
said. 

The vote, which also per¬ 
mits the city to raise the ele¬ 
vation of Ross I^ake reservoir 
to 1,725 feet, affirms a deci¬ 
sion issued by an FPC ad¬ 
ministrative law judge on 
Feb. 4, 1976. 

Seattle City Light wants to 
raise the Skagit River dam by 
122*2 feet, a move which 
would result in the flooding of 
an additional 5.000 acres in 
B.C.’s Skagit Valley. 

Governor Dixy I Ray and 
the state department of eco¬ 
logy support the project, 
which would permit genera¬ 
tion of more electricity than 
what is possible by the exist¬ 
ing dam. 

But B.C. opposes the project 
because of the additional 
flooding and says a new dam 
proposed for the Pend 
D’Oreille River, expected 10 
be completed in T.980, could 


serve as an alternate power 
source. 

Richard ArambAru. lawyer 
representing Seattle-area op¬ 
ponents of high Ross Dam, 
said the FPC decision was not 
surprising. 


The federal government has 
struck a special inter-depart¬ 
mental cabinet committee to 
consider the plight of 
Railwest, B.C. Railway’s rail 
car manufacturing plant at 
Squamish. 

Economic Development 
Minister Donald Phillips said 
in Vancouver late Thursday 
afternoon that he would re¬ 
port fully on his trip to Otta¬ 
wa when the Legislature 
meets Monday. 

Phillips went to Ottawa

NEW BOOK ABOUT VIVIEN LEIGH 

'Friends Stuck by Her' 


By BOB THOMAS 

LOS ANGELES (AP) - She 
played the most-wanted role in 
Hollywood history. She mar¬ 
ried a man renowned as the 
world’s best actor. And her 
final years were a nightmare of 
drink and insanity. 

That is the portrait painted 
by Anne Edwards in a new 
biography, Vivien Leigh, Simon 
and Schuster. Miss Edwards, 
who has been commissioned to 
write the sequel to Gone with 
the Wind, did heavy research 
and had the co-operation of 
most of the actress’s family 
and friends — but not Laurence 
Olivier, who is seen in a less 
than complimentary light. 

The actress was oom in Dar¬ 
jeeling, India, and educated by 
nuns. Her early films and plays 
were produced in England and 
she married a lawyer with 
whom she remained close until 
her death. The scandal-tinged 
romance with Olivier while 
both were married to others 
was widely-publicized at the 
time. ' 

To the public Vivien Leigh 
seemed an extraordinarily 
beautiful, gifted and intelligent 
actress. Only once did the 
world glimpse her dark side. 

That was in 1963 after she 
had gone to Ceylon to film 
Elephant Walk. The jungle beat 
and the loneliness pressed 
down on her. She could not sl¬ 
eep and had trouble remember¬ 
ing lines. The director com¬ 
plained that she looked old ih 
the film; she replied: “I’m not 
young — what’s wring with 
that?” 

“In the last week of location 
she began to hallucinate,” 
writes Miss Edwards. “She fol¬ 
lowed Peter Finch around the 
set with hungry eyes and called 
him ‘Larry ’ He had a great 
fondness for Vivien and tried to 
do what he could to protect her 
and to conceal what he feared 


was the truth — that she might 
be building to a complete col¬ 
lapse unless she got out of 
Ceylon.” 

The collapse came when the 
company returned to Hol¬ 
lywood. She went berserk in 
her Paramount dressing room, 
pathetically shouting the 
Blanche Dubois line, “Get out 
of here quick before I start 
screaming fire!” 

Her madness eventually 
brought an end to the mar¬ 
riage, Olivier bewildered and 
finally defeated by her illness 
She drank heavily, staged wild 
tantrums, disrobed in public 


and made advances to delivery 
men. She would always be 
anguished afterward, and ooce 
she despaired, “Why can’t I 
have a decent, dean illness?” 

Miss Leigh’s friends stuck by 
her, realizing the sweet, 
devoted qualities of her real 
nature. Astonishingly, she 
managed to continue appearing 
in films and touring the world 
in plays. This was largely due 
to the solicitude and constancy 
of her last love, actor Jack 
Merlvale. 

Stricken with a recurrence of 
tuberculosis, she died July 7. 
1967.

'The Smiling Cobra' 
Loves New Lifestyle

HOLLYWOOD - Handsome 
singer and movie star Allan 
Jones was recording his big¬ 
gest hit, “Donkey Serenade," 
on a night in 1938 when his wife 
of that time, actress Irene 
Hervey, was making her 
greatest creative contribution 
by giving birth to a son. 

And at that time, though both 
were wildly proud of the baby, 
neither imagined that he might 
one day become hjs dad’s boss. 

Actually the baby, now pop¬ 
ular recording and nightclub 
singer Jack Jones, hasn’t yet 
become the guy who issues Al¬ 
lan Jones’ paycheques. 

But things are moving in that 
direction, because for some 
time now Jack’s been hoping to 
produce “Man of la Mancha" 
with his father in the title role. 

Good-looking, golden- 
throated Allan Jones was a top 
star at MGM during the 
period when filmed operettas 
were the rage. Either he or 
Nelson Eddy starred In the 
studio’s biggest musicals with 
the casting largely determined 
by the key and pitch of the 
songs. 

Naturally a star of the senior 
Jones’ magnitude and talent 
played major nightclubs, and it 
was as a part of his father s 
club ? act that Jack made his 
own professional debut. 

"When Jack was 18,1 thought 
he had talent and put him into 
an act,” Allan reports, “but I 
didn’t think he might be my 
producer some time. 

“I gave him a start, but he 
strictly made it on his own. 

“He’s worked hard. He sang 
in bowling alleys before he 
reached his present plateau. " 

The Jones family act which 
featured Irene Hervey as well 
as her husband and son was a 
big hit at the Thunderbird in 


Vegas (and elsewhere) in 1967. 
But it broke up after only eight 
months when Allan and Irene 
were divorced, leaving Jack 
without a job except for the 
bookings in bowling alleys 
recalled by his father. 

For awhile, Jack worked at a 
filling station and, for another 
while, as doorman at The Horn, 
a Santa Monica nightclub 
which also permitted him to 
sing. 




So Allan’s right when he says 
his son and would-be producer 
rode no family coattails to star¬ 
dom 

However, Allan had an even 
more difficult climb to fame, 
because he began his adult life 
in a coal mine. 

Son and grandson of Penn¬ 
sylvania coal miners, he 
worked in the mines until he’d 
accumulated 91,600.

from Syracuse University, he 
went to NYU to study voice 
with Claude Warford 

Later be continued his train¬ 
ing in Paris and London. 

Back in America in 1927-28, 
he was heard by Dame Nellie 
Melba who became an ardent 
fan and source of encourage¬ 
ment. 

Jones made his Broadway 
delmt in 1931 playing the title 
role in “Boccacio." He starred 
in a number of Shubert produc¬ 
tions and. in the mid-30s, he 
went to Hollywood for a series 
of MGM movies ranging from 
“Reckless" with Jean Harlow 
to "Show Boat" with Irene 
Dunne to "The Firefly” with 
Jeanette MacDonald to “A 
Night at the Opera” with the 
Marx Brothers. 

Jones’ recording of “The 
Donkey Serenade” with “Gian- 
nina Mia’’ on the flip side 
became the third largest sell¬

He made several pictures for 
Paramount, among them "The 
Great Victor Herbert," and 
several for Universal including 
the tuneful “The Boys from 
Syracuse." 

But by 4965, Jones’ movie 
career was so in the doldrums 
that he was working in “Swing¬ 
ing Summer," an exploitive, 
low-budget outing with a then- 
unknown actress named Ra- 
quel Welch in the lead. 

* Yet great days were ahead, 
because in 1971, on stage, he 
gave what some critics con¬ 
sidered the greatest perfor 
mance of his career as star of 
“Man of La Mancha,” the show 
his son Jack would like to 
revitalize. 

When his work’s not taking 
him around the country, Jones 
lives in New York with his 
fourth wife, Maria Villavincie. 


HOLLYWOOD (Reuter) - 
The man who once ran two of 
the top entertainment 
organizations in the United 
States today is making a quick 
and cheap teen-ager movie in 
an abandoned supermarket and 
loving his new lifestyle. 

He is James Aubrey, 58, for¬ 
mer president of CBS televi¬ 
sion and former head of Metro- 
Goldwyn-Mayer studios. 

Aubrey, who once ruled over 
thousands of employees and 
multi-million-dollar budgets 
from lush executive offices in 
Manhattan and Los Angeles, is 
making this film from a dusty 
garret in the top of the super¬ 
market. 

"The decorations may be a 
little different but the job gets 
done just as well," he says. 

In bis roller-coaster career 
of corporate ups and downs he 
acquired the nickname of “The 
Smiling Cobra" during the 
years when his hard-driving 
methods put CBS at the top of 
the ratings with shows like 
Beverly Hillbillies and 
Petticoat Junction. 

He is also credited with being 
the inspiration of Jacqueline 
Susann’s ruthless television ex¬ 
ecutive, Robin Stone, in her 
novel The Love Machine. 

During his careers at CBS 
and MGM, Aubrey was 
credited with paying more at¬ 
tention to profitability than he 
did to quality. 

He remains as dedicated as 
ever today to the proposition 
that money can be made from 
films provided a proper market 
survey is made in advance and 
a ruthless hold-down is main¬ 
tained on costs. 

Before he began shooting, 
Aubrey took the plot of his new 
film Record City to local col¬ 
leagues to get student’s reac¬ 


tion to the zany plot about a 
record store 

Grey-haired today, but as 
slim and handsome as ever, 
Aubrey says he thinks the 
criticism levelled against him 
that his hold-down on produc¬ 
tion costs at Metro resulted in 
mediocre films is unjust. 

“I didn’t have much to do 
with the production end. My 
job was the financial side and 
we just didn’t have much 


And he adds: “Anyway, 1 
don’t think the size of a film’s 
budget has anything to do with 
whether it is mediocre or not. " 

Asked if his “smiling cobra" 
reputation for ruthlessness was 
deserved, Aubrey says 
jokingly: “I hope so. I would 
hate to think it wasn’t.” 

The nickname was given to 
him by Academy Award¬ 
winning actor John Houseman 
in 1969 

Of the book by the late Jac¬ 
queline Susann, he says: 
“Jackie was a good friend. She’ 
lived in a building next to mine 
in New York 

“I knew Jackie and her hus¬ 
band very well. As a matter of 
fact when she started to write 
the book she did some of the 
. research with me. Much of the 
book is set in the executive 
suites of the television 
network. 

“I didn’t know that I was 
talking too much or that she 
would ever use the information 
against me — supposedly, 
although she claims that she 
didn’t.”

In 1974, Selye wrote a book 
called Stress Without Stress. In 
it he attempted to translate his 
scientific knowledge about 
human stress into a code of 
human behavior. In his 
autobiography Selye outlines 
“a general idea of what makes 
one scientist tick, and tick hap¬ 
pily — even after 50 years of 
research in laboratories and 
clinics.” 

Selye’s book bares the 
author’s intense and hectic life 
filled with struggles and disap¬ 
pointments as well as succes¬ 
ses, “to prove that stress can 
be used as a positive force to 
personal achievements 
happiness." 

Among the stressful periods 
in Selye’s life were the 
early rejections of his 
theories, the chronic dif¬ 
ficulties of finding research 
funds, the psychological im¬ 
pact of cancer, and two major 
operations. Throughout the 
book Selye, often called father 
of the stress concept, 
demonstrates his firm belief 
“that it’s not what happens to 
you but how you take it that 
determines how well you cope 
with the stress of life." 

“It is this code that I want to 
convey to others,” he says. "I 
bring to this effort the scien¬ 
tific experience of a long 
career as well as the un- 


diminished, youthful 
enthusiasm of a man who loves 
life”. 

Selye has defined stress as 
the nonspecific response of the 
body to any demand. He has 
also described It as a “par¬ 
ticular form of pollution — that 
of life — because stress in 
many respects is a type of pol¬ 
lution, a by-product or waste of 
life.” 

In Chapter Nine, on The 
Mastery of Stress, Selye points 
out that stress Is not synon- 
myous with nervous depres¬ 
sion, tension, fatigue or dis¬ 
couragement. He says it Is im¬ 
portant to know that one should 
not and cannot avoid stress, 
“because to eliminate it com¬ 
pletely would mean to destroy 
life itself.” 


•nd Strike Balance 

Selye says the stress of life 
has four basic variations: Good 
Stress (eustress); Bad Stress 
(distress); Overstress 
(hyperstress); and Under¬ 
stress (hypos tress). 

“Our goal is to strike a 
balance between the equally 
destructive forces of hypo-and 
hyperstresses, to find as much 
eustress as possible to 
minimize distress.” 

To achieve this goal, Selye 
has developed his own code of 
behavior. He has summarized 
It in three points. The first: Do 
your own thing. “It ... is es¬ 
sential to have a strong sense 
of self-worth and a goal in 
life.”

The second point is Selye’s 
concept of altruistic egoism: 

"I think that nature is egoistio 
... selfishness is natural.” he 
said in an interview recently 
“A Mg fish must eat little fish 
because otherwise he dies”. 
But, he adds, absolute altruism 
is not acceptable either, 
because it is also not natural 
The third point to illustrate 
Selye’s code of behavior Is the 
summary of the first two: “I 
took it right out of the Bible.“ 
be says. Instead of Love thr 
neighbor as thyself, which is a 
command, change It to 'earn 
thy neighbor’s love’. Then you 
do it tor your own good, you 
hoard your own capital, and 
who will blame you for wanting 
to help him?" 

'Own Physician' 

Selye says “once we really 
understand stress, each of us 
will be his own best physician, 
for no one can appreciate your 
mental needs better than you 
yourself.” 

In the chapter on The 
Mastery of Stress, Selye says 
humanity’s greatest problem 
today is determining how to 
face interpersonal and Inter¬ 
national stress situations as 
well as those created by 
changes in our Inanimate en¬ 
vironment. 

“Each time you are the vic¬ 
tim of some family disagree¬ 
ment or a disappointing ex¬ 
perience at work, examine 
carefully whether it is really 
worth your while to defend your 
point of view. If not. just Ig¬ 
nore the friction or, if neces¬ 
sary, cut your ties with your of¬ 
fender. if the goal is impor¬ 
tant, fight with all your 
strength. After the combat is 
over, whether you win or lose, 
return to solitude, breathe 
calmly, relax your muscles and 
empty your mind and body of 
all the aftermaths of the strug¬ 
gle, graudally returning to your 
normal pace of life.” 

Selye also warns us that 
frustrations and indecisions 
are the most harmful psy¬ 
chogenic stressors, because 
neither uninhibited successful 
work nor even final and 
hopeless defeat (which can be 
solved by resignation to fate) is 
as demanding as the friction 
from unresolved contradictory 
efforts. 

The Stress of My Life is a 
well-organized book which also 

C i detaile^account of 
’§ growing up amid the 
last splendors d the Austro- 
Hungarian Empire. He was 
born in Vienna, son of a bril¬ 
liant Hungarian surgeon and a 
strong-willed Austrian mother 
Later on, the author speaks 
candidly about his two mar¬ 
riages, the problems with his 
co-workers, and the effects of 
his fame on his children. 

The Stress of My Life is an 
absorbing document of an ex¬ 
ceptional man’s life whose 
primary aim is to illustrate 
what can be learned from a 
’ story of a scientist entirely 
devoted to understanding and 
coping with the stress of life. 
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It teunusual to receive two books by the 
same author during the same week, but 
with the mail service being what it is I 
suppose one should not be surprised at 
anything. John Colville’s Footsteps in 
Time was long overdue, but his The New 
Elizabethans: 1962-1977 arrived unex¬ 
pectedly early. The wonder is not that one 
arrived early and the other late but that 
they got here at all. 

Who Is John Colville? It’s a fair ques¬ 
tion because although his name has been 
mentioned in the news from time to time 
over the years, no one had the slightest 
idea that he coukl write, or would ever at¬ 
tempt to do so, until his enjoyable and 
highly readable biography of Field 
Marshal Lord Gort VC appeared. 

If you failed to read that it is possible 
that you have never heard of Colville, and 
as his Footprints in Time is j book of 
memoirs I think it only fair, both to him 
and you, to fill in very briefly on his 
background. 

Colville was born with a silver spoon in 
his mouth. His mother, Lady Cynthia 
Colville, was a lady In waiting to Queen 
Mary, and he served as page to King 
George V. After being educated at Harrow 
and Trinity College, Cambridge (first 
class honors in history) he entered the 
British diplomatic service in 1937 — the 
routine beginning for a future ambas¬ 
sador. 

What gives him distinction is that 
almost immediately he was loaned to 10 
Downing Street where he became private 
secretary to three successive prime 
ministers, Chamberlain, Churchill and At¬ 
tlee. With Churchill’s connivance be es¬ 
caped from Whitehall for three years and 
became a fighter pilot in the RAF. He was 
recalled to Churchill's staff in time for the 
second Quebec Conference, and at the end 
of the war he returned to the foreign of¬ 
fice. 

In 1947 he was seconded for two years 
to be private secretary to Princess 
Elizabeth — and married one of her ladies 
in waiting. Then followed two years as 
head of chancery in the British embassy in 
Lisbon, and then back to Downing Street 
as private secretary to Churchill with 
whom he remained closely associated to 
the end of his life. Not the least of his ac¬ 
complishments was the raising single- 
handedly of the funds for the foundation of 
Churchill College, Cambridge. 

It’s obvious that any man with that 
background would have a fund of 
memories to share, but all that ex¬ 
perience would be wasted if he couldn’t 
communicate. Fortunately, Sir John is an 
admirable writer and a bom raconteur.

Churchill's Private Secretary 

Provides Amusing, Affectionate Anecdotes 


As a writer he has all the virtues: 
pithiness, a light irreverent touch, an easy 
Informal style and perfect timing for a 
punch-line, all of which is the precise re¬ 
quirement for a wholly delightful series of 
witty autobiographical sketches. 

In Footprints In Time Sir John guides 
us through a gallery of portraits: Attlee, 
Brendan Bracken, Beaverbrook, Profes¬ 
sor Lindemann, Montgomery and others, 
each one the subject of at least one 
polished anecdote. But, needless to say, 
Churchill dominates the book. 

Most people who worked for Churchill 
admired him; Sir John is one of the rare 
ones who actually loved him, and this af¬ 
fection is apparent throughout the book. 

Sir John humanizes the great man in 
hilarious accounts of Churchill putting his 
head under the bath-water to avoid listen¬ 
ing to a draft speech, and, naked, and on 
all-fours, upbraiding his cat, misnamed 
Nelson, for its cowardice in hiding under a 
chest of drawers during an air raid, “while 
our gallant airmen are defending 
democracy.” 

While no one has written about 
Churchill so affectionately and amusingly, 
Sir John’s book is by no means just a col¬ 
lection of funny stories. With his observant 
eye, intimate knowledge of politics and 
keen sense of history, he succeeds in giv¬ 
ing what is possibly the most authentic and 
vivid account of Churchill as prime 
minister in war and peace that has so far 
been published. 

Footprints in Time, then, is a book that 
is both thoughtful and penetrating as well 
as highly entertaining. Chapters are short, 
which makes it an ideal bedside book. One 
further comment: I found it rewarding to 
read it twice in succession, once for the 
pleasure of stories well told and the second 
time to savor the skill of the ; telling.

Sir John's other new book. The New 
Elizabethans. 1952-1977, is a totally dif¬ 
ferent kettle of fish. To mark the 25th an¬ 
niversary of the coronation of his former 
employer, he has written a concise 
political and social history of her reign

He attempts, with considerable suc¬

Sir John Colville is a man’s man. This 
is not an impediment when you’re writing 
a biography of Lord Gort or a book of 
memoirs featuring the world of male 
politics, but it's apt to be a drawback when 
you’re dealing with a mixed population 
and yet trying to pretend that women play 
only limited roles. 

Sir John divides women into three 
categories. First, there are those he 
worships, the sexless godesses on 
pedestals, women like the Queen, Lady 
Churchill and his own mother. Then there 
are the sexless functionaries, spinster 
ladies who are competent secretaries in 
the corridors of power and who 
presumably remain in limbo and covered, 
like their typewriters, when not actually 
working. Thirdly, there are the pretty 
young things who are sex objects and have 
no business trying to think for themselves. 

When a woman cannot be fitted into one 
of this categories he solves the problem by 
putting her down. Compelled to concede 
that Britain’s next prime minister could 
be a woman, he refers to her contempious¬ 
ly as Mrs. Denis Thatcher. 

The best thing Sir John can do is to 
avoid the general and scurry back to the 
particular. He clearly prefers a world 
where men are men and women are glad 
of it. Well, I’m prepared to forgive him his 
male chauvinism in The New Elizabethans 
if he will agree to produce further delight¬ 
ful reminiscences as a companion volume 
to Footprints in Time.

In Mouse Woman and the 
Mischief-Makers, Christie Har¬ 
ris continues the series begun 
with Mouse Woman and the 
Vanished Princesses. The 
stories are taken from 
northwest coast Indian 
mythology (Haida, Tsimshian, 
Bella Coola) and reworked to 
emphasize the role of Mouse 
Woman, a meddling, fairy- 
godmother type. 

Mouse Woman is a Naroauk, 
a supernatural being who likes 
especially to help young people 
in trouble. As a test of those 
she is about to aid, she appears 
in animal form as a lame 
mouse struggling over a log. 
The people she is to help must 
show they have compassion 
and concern for helpless 
creatures by assisting her If 
they do. she resumes her super¬ 
natural form and invites them 
into her spirit house, a lodge 
hung with mouse totems. She 
then proceeds to give whatever 
P instructions are needed to “set

things right” and restore order 
and balance to the world — 
order and propriety being her 
highest values. She is a guar¬ 
dian of protocol, an Emily Post 
of nature, a conservative in the 
best sense. 

This new series of stories is 
closer to traditional European 
fairy-tales than the first. The 
patterns are straightforward 
and familiar: a hunter is 
punished for his greed, a hero 
defeats a monster, a spoiled 
child learns the danger of 
selfishness, a stolen wife is 
retrieved by a hero who must 
overcome great danger. 

Though the increased 
simplicity is doubtless intended 


to appeal to children brought 
up on Dr. Seuss, it moves the 
stories away from their 
sources, which have complex 
morality and drama of the 
order of the unexpurgated 
Grimm. 

It was Harris' ability to re¬ 
tain the spirit of the originals 
yet open them up to children 
through her clear, logical style, 
that made the first set of 
Mouse Woman stories so at¬ 
tractive. Though that charm 
has not been lost, K is dimmed. 

Many current children’s 
books depend heavily on il¬ 
lustration because they have no 
content to carry them. There is 
a fear of loose ends in 
children’s literature which

makes the books not only 
forgettable, but boring. Though 
this is not true of Harris’ book, 
the spectre of over-tidiness has 
raised Its ugly broom. 

One story to escape the house 
cleaning is Mouse Woman and 
the Wooden Wife, a haunting 
story of love, grief and need. A 
young carver makes a wooden 
image of his dead wife and 
Mouse Woman engineers a live 
replacement. No one feels tbe 
need to tell him the “truth,” 
since all participants are happy 
with the arrangement. 

Both Mouse Woman books 
art enriched with Douglas 
Talt’s drawings. They par¬ 
ticipate in, rather than merely 
illustrate, the books, though I 
wish there were more of them 
in the Mischief-Makers. 

Tait and Harris make an ex¬ 
cellent combination, and 
though I. aa a Mouse Woman 
fan, prefer the first book, the 
new one is still a major event 
for Mouse Woman’s devotees.

A Rethinking of Religion 


‘‘There Is no subject more 
important than religion. It in¬ 
volves the most fateful ques¬ 
tions, to which different 
religions give .different 
answers.” 

Thus, bluntly, Walter Kauf- 
mann asserts the underlying 
thesis of Religions in Four 
Dimensions, an outsize, 
lavishly illustrated paperback 
conceived with the aim of 
revivifying “the challenge of 
alternatives” which the 
world s great faiths embody 
for us all. It is a commendable 
goal, especially when one con¬ 
siders the glossy superficiality 
of most books of this kind; and, 
moreover, it is one Kaufmann is 
in many respects exceptionally, 
well-qualified to realize. 

As Professor of Philosophy 
at Princeton, he boasts a 
thorough intellectual mastery 
of his subject; in addition, he 
has been privileged to visit 
most of the great religious 
centres of the world, viewing 
their shrines and inhabitants 
with a perceptively sym¬ 
pathetic eye. His intellectual 
rigor and deep moral commit¬ 
ment have been demonstrated 
in several previous books, 
notably Critique of Religion 
and Philosophy and The Faith 
of a Heretic. 

Yet, paradoxically, Kauf- 
mann s very earnestness and 
integrity are as much a failing 
as a strength, at least where 
the present volume is con¬ 
cerned. With reason, he dismis¬ 
ses the wishy-washy spirit of 
Intellectual and moral com¬ 
promise which informs what he 
dismisses contemptuously as 
“liberal Protestantism,’ and 
particularly the sloppy 
scholarship and the fashion¬ 
able historical misapprehen¬ 
sions it has tended to foster — 
especially “the popular as¬ 
sumption that the great 
religious figures of the world 
agree about moral questions.” 
But his own deep-seated moral 
commitment results in an un¬ 
conscious partisanship that 
renders many of his judgments 
every bit as dubious as those of 
his opponents 

To put it bluntly. Professor

Kaufmann is a Jew — and a 
Jew by choice, intensely com¬ 
mitted to his adopted faith. 
What he values most in it is the 
“keen social conscience” 
voiced so eloquently by the 
great Old Testament prophets 
— and he cannot help-judging 
all other faiths against this 
yardstick. Inevitably, each of 
them is found more or less 
wanting, just as Judaism itself 
would be if judged by the par¬ 
ticular standards of, say, 
Mahayana Buddhism. 

On occasion, Kaufmann is 
even guilty of blatant par¬ 
tisanship. For instance, he 
refuses to accept the conven¬ 
tional characterization of 
Christianity as above all “a 
religion of love,” arguing per¬ 
suasively that for most of its 
history it has shown itself more 
a religion of hate—hate, that is, 
for any and all heretics and non¬ 
believers. To buttress his case, 
he cites numerous Church- 
sanctioned atrocities which 
most historians tend tactfully 
to gloss over or ignore. Yet in 
his own treatment of Judaism, 
Kaufmann is every bit as guilty 
of ignoring the indiscriminate 
massacres-in-the-name-of-God 
the Israelites perpetrated in 
the course of their bloody con¬ 
quest of the Promised Land, 
not to mention such supposedly 
divinely-ordained barbarities 
as the Mosaic law commanding 
that married rape-victims 
should be stoned to death along 
with their violators. 

A more subtly Judaic bias is 
apparent in the almost 
Pharisaic literalism Kaufmann 
displays in his interpretation of 
the numerous passages he cites 
from the scriptures of the 
world. This certainly makes 
for a welcome contrast with 
the customary gratuitous 
looseness of interpretation, 
which transforms venerated 
religious texts into a kind of 
verbal Rorshach Test which 
reveals more about their in¬ 
terpreter’s preconceptions 
than the original intentions of 
their authors. Yet I cannot help 
feeling that Kaufmann’s 
literalism frequently blinds

him to the vital spirit which in¬ 
spired the doctrines he is striv¬ 
ing so conscientiously to il¬ 
luminate. 

Stm, it is precisely such short¬ 
comings that make Religions 
in Four Dimensions so much 
more challenging than the 
premasticated pablum served 
up in most popular surveys of 
comparative religion. 

To cite just one example: Ac¬ 
customed as I am to the 
benignly polite Idealization of 
most contemporary portrayals 
of Jesus, I was somewhat taken 
aback by Kaufmann’s llteraliz- 
ing insistence on “the shrill¬ 
ness, the vituperation, and the 
hatefulness” of Christ as 
portrayed In the Gospels. Is 
this Interpretation justified? 
Perhaps not — but it 
nevertheless has the virtue of 
demanding that I reconsider 
my former preconceptions. 
And a book like this serves us 
better by being challenging and 
even outrageous than it could 
by being anemically and dispas¬ 
sionately “correct” In all Its 
Judgments. 

My own view Is that the most 
productive approach to the 
great religions of the world 
lies somewhere midway be¬ 
tween Kaufmann’s moralizing 
Judaicism and the determined¬ 
ly Inoffensive ecumenicalism 
of the “liberal Prostestant” 
perspective. Neither does full 
justice to its theme; but each 
serves as a meaningful correc¬ 
tive to the other. 

Religions in Four Dimen¬ 
sions is a volume as flawed as 
It Is ambitious — and as 
stimulating as it Is flawed. To 
my own taste, its many 
luminous color photographs 
alone would suffice to redeem 
it. But, more significantly, it is 
valuable for the deliberate 
spirit of challenge with which it 
confronts us all. 

“It is easy to live in two 
dimensions,” as Professor 
Kaufmann observes. “But what 
is the point of considering 
religion if it does not open our 
eyes to more?” ^

I laughed with her — at the 
effect of a wolf on her 
neighbors in a Toronto suburb 
with their nice manners and 
their manicured lawns; at 
sleeping on the floor with a 
wolf in a denuded dining room, 
at partitioning the house to 
make it “wolf proof”; at trying 
to rescue a New Year’s party 
from the ravages of an overlov- 
ing guest untrained in table 
manners.

And I cried with her — when 
the time came, as it inevitably 
does, for the wolf to go. 

Luml’s experiences have no 
story book ending. Unexpected¬ 
ly, they end right here in 
British Columbia* in the 
Pemberton Valley. The author’s 
four years of painstaking ef¬ 
forts to educate the public 
about the real nature of 
predators is frustrated by what 
she feels is the ignorance of 
those who should have known 
better, the custodians of our 
wildlife 

It is the old story of subjec¬ 
tive individual versus objective 
bureaucracy. The BC. Fish 
and Wildlife Branch, feeling 
Itself responsible for public 
safety, does not allow Shunka 
open contact with people at the 
Coast Mountain Outdoor 
School as had been the case at 
the MacSkimming School in 
Ontario. Deprived of family 
and friends. Shunka becomes a 
zoo animal. He escapes and is 
shot. 


emotionally biased and would 
be rejected today. 

When it comes to animals It 
Is always difficult to put things 
into perspective. The middle- 
of-the-road policy adopted by 
the government, which must 
take the values of all people 
Into consideration, satisfies no 
one. Especially the animal. 

It is common for people who 
have kept wolves in captivity to 
be so beset by problems that 
few would repeat the ex¬ 
perience. This point is made 
more quantiflably by Richard 
Fiennes in The Order of 
Wolves, a composite book that 
brings together information 
from a variety of sources. 

it it it 

Although it is fashionable 
nowadays In scientific circles 
to deride popular books on 
wildlife like those of Farley 
Mowat, and to take with a 
grain of salt the stories of 
hunters, trappers and early set¬ 
tlers, Fiennes finds that many 
such observations on wolf 
social organization, habits and 
hunting methods parallel those 
of well-organized scientific 
surveys that have become in¬ 
creasingly common in recent 
years. Yet, in the long run it is 
not the scientist working with a 
small group of wolves in a 
special study area that brings 
about changed attitudes to 
predators. More influence is 


the cougar, grizzly bear and 
snake in the predator pop¬ 
ularity poll. 

Fiennes reaches the same 
conclusions about wolves in his 
survey of wolf literature from 
the earliest limes to the pre¬ 
sent day as Luml does in her 
experience with one wolf. 
Rather than being an animal to 
be feared and hated as it was to 
i large extent in the past, the 
wolf presently is seen as an in¬ 
telligent, lovable and tolerant 
creature whose family life and 
generous instincts put man to 
shame. 

* ★ ★ 

Wolves, customarily, do not 
form breeding pairs or social 
units until a territory has in 
some way been acquired, thus 
helping to prevent wolf 
numbers from rising to a level 
at which food supplies are In¬ 
adequate. Man, on the other 
hand, increases his numbers 
despite the resources of the 
planet being insufficient to sus¬ 
tain them. 

Wolves never indulge in war¬ 
fare between packs with the ob¬ 
ject of acquiring territory. 
They have developed a social 
unity and methods by which the 
social bonds of family are 
cemented. Man has developed 
a similar system and for the 
same reasons, though present¬ 
ly the system seejns to be 
breaking down. 

The reader will reach the 
same conclusions about wolves 
whether he reads Lumi’s per- 


wielded by the popular book or sonal and painful 
television program. reminiscences about her pet,

The author’s husband com¬ 
ments, “That which man can¬ 
not control he destroys. A wild 
animal is always destroyed, if 
not in body then in spirit when 
he is hired into trust against 
the promptings of his wild in¬ 
stincts.” 

Having travelled the same 
road, not with a wolf but a 
cougar, I can sympathize with 
Shunka’s owners. But I can also 
sympathize with the Fish and 
Wildlife Branch in theory, if 
not in practice. Certain argu¬ 
ments against Shunka in the 
Pemberton Valley attributed to 
the resident conservation of¬ 
ficer at the time were probably

firmed by an extensive sampl¬ 
ing of public opinion. In this
